TRY TEBBS CASH CAUSES ANOTHER 
ACRIMONIOUS DEBATE. 
MESSRS. INGALLS AND HAWLEY MAINTAIN 

THE JUSTICE OF THE WAR STATUTES 
WITH GREAT KFARNESTNESS—THE COURT 

OF APPEALS BILL AGAIN DISCUSSED. 
Wasnineton, May 8.—Tebbs, the boy 
‘who is guilty of having been a page in the 
rebel Legislature of Tennessee, must be held 
accountable, in his desire to enter the service 
vf the Government, for a renewal to-day, in 
the Senate, of the acrimonious war debates 
that were common a few years ago in that 
honorable and dignified body. As the discus- 
kion of the proposition te repeal the disabling 
section of the Revised Statutes is prolonged, 
the discussion becomes bitter, and it now looks 
ns if the only way out of the difficulty will be 
to act upon the case of Tebbs alone, and post- 


pone the removal of the ‘*monumental” pro- 
Bcriptive law. 


| When, at 1 o’clock, the debate was resumed 
pn the bill, Mr. Ingalls proposed an amend- 
ment. His suggestion was that section 1,218 
should be so changed as to provide that per- 
Bons who had served in the Army or Navy of 
the United States, having taken an oath of 
Rllegiance to the Government and had then 
entered the service of the Confederate States, 
Bhould be debarred from entering the service 


of the United States. This aroused Mr. 
Butler, of South Carolina, who, with an evi- 
ent intention of ridiculing Mr. Ingalis and 

is proposition, offered an amendment that 
the class of persons to be proscribed 
along be exempted from taxation and 
rom aé draft, if any should become 
mecessary. In the debate that followed 
Mr. Ingalls referred to Mr. Butler’s treatment 
of his amendment as a joke, and declared that 
the proposition ef the South Carolina Senator 
was only a manifestation of the general feel- 
ing on the other side of the Senate. The 
Southern Senators could not understand that 
there was any difference between the sides ta- 
ken by the North and the South during the war. 
Mr. Butler, with some asperity, resented the 
attempt of Mr. Ingalls to instruct him on this 
ubject, but Mr. Ingalls kepton. ‘* They be- 
ieve,’’ said Mr. Ingalls, *‘ that the war was 
fought upon a point of constitutional etiquette 
nd was to be settled by a polite apology.’ 

‘hile he sympathized with the demands of 
Mr. Beck and his associates for the repeal of 
the sections of the law objected to, and while 
he was convinced that the Republic could be 
gg permanent by devotion and_ by patriot- 
sm, rather than by enactment, he declared 
that the arguments of Senators Beck and Butler 
and George, were unfortunate, as they ren- 
dered it impossible that the war should be con- 
Bidered a thing of the past. “If the Senators 
from South Carolina, Mississippi, and Texas 
Buppose the North is magnanimous and willing 
to ignore what has been done because they 
don’t know who was wrong, they are mis- 
taken, very much mistaken, mdeed, Sir.”’ 
fn a tone of sarcasm he alluded to the 
pathetic speech of Mr. Hampton, who had con- 
cluded his remarks a few days ago with the 
expression: ‘“‘God alone knows who was 
right.” Mr. Ingalls said he understood that 
the South had fought for slavery and the North 
for universal liberty, and yet the Senator from 
South Carolina said: ‘‘God alone knows who 
wvas right.’”? The North had contended for 
(Union and the South for secession, and yet 
the South Carolina Senator exclaimed: ** God 
‘alone knows who is right.” 

In the midst of this speech Mr. Hampton in- 
terrupted to say that when the war began the 
North had declared that in the effort to main- 
tain the Union, slavery would not be touched, 
** But I do not care to discuss these dead ques- 
bions,’’ said he, as he took his seat. To this 
Mr. Ingalls retorted that the difficulty was 
that while the Senator persisted in say- 
ing these questions were dead, they 
were not dead. ‘*Union is better than 
flissolution and liberty is better than slavery,’’ 
baid he, and he went on to declare that it did 
pot sound agreeable for Southern Senators to 
be forever so holding up the example and vir- 
tues of Jefferson Davis and others and pointing 
Rt them as men who stood on the same plare 


with John Hampden and George Washington, 


Only a day or two ago the Senator from 
Florida (Mr. Call) had extolled the virtues of 
Robert E. Lee in the same way. If he was a 
partisan, and he declared he was not, Mr. In- 
galls said he should be glad to have that speech 
made every day in the week and every week 
In the year. During nine years ke had heard 
no disavowal of such sentiments, A question 
asked by Mr. Sauisbury led Mr. Ingalls to ad- 
mit that he considered the policy of the Gov- 
ernment in the South immediately after the 
war, as an irreparable blurder. He then re- 
ferred to the sacrifices made by the North in 
the war, and said that so longas the South 
maintained there was no difference as to right 
pr wrong so long would the North, by enact- 
ment and at the frm continue to maintain 
that what the North fought for was right, and 
that the statutes cemplained of must stand. 
| Mr. Voorhees, who can be soldiers’ friend 
pne day anda Southern Democrat the next 
peized the occasion to say something uncom- 
limentary to Gen. Longstreet, yet in 
he same breath declared that the Republi- 
vans had declined to put bim back in the 
Army because it would be establishing a bad 
recedent, He regarded it as unreasonable 
Bhat such aman, and other men, who had 
en soldiers of the rebellion, were re- 
arded as fit to serve in diplomatic and 
Fadicial offices, but as unfit to serve in the 
‘Army. Then be gavea brief sketeh of the 
history of the John J. Crittenden compro- 
mise, declared in 1861, to show that Congress 
was in favor of settling the rebellion without 
disturbing slavery. The pretense that the war 
wvas one for universal liberty was an after- 
thought. 

Mr. Hawley, while regretting the discussion 
that had arisen and that the Senate did not 
pass the bill as originally introduced and in- 
tended merely to allow Dr. Tebbs to enter the 
Bray, deprecated the course of the Southern 

enators in sounding the long rell, and de- 
manding from the North, not merely the re- 
peal of the obnoxious statute, but repentance, 
pn the ground that the statute was originally 
wrong. ‘“‘I say the war for the country’s 
honor was injury, and the war against it was 
wrong,” said he, yet Senaters wanted them to 
pay it was not. The assurances made 
Jn Congress by the North did not 
mean that the effort to abolish slavery 
avould ever be abandoned, but if the 
Jnion could be saved the anti-slavery men 
rwould kill it in theirown way. Although the 
Senator from South Carolina had declared 
that ‘‘God only knows who was right,” Mr. 
Hawley believed that it was right to disfran- 
chise rebels, to confiscate, and to do other 
things provided by statute. In time the 
might modify the statute, ‘‘ but,’’ said he, ad- 
dressing Senator Butler, ‘I appeal to one of 
the strongest and ablest of you to say if he 
would ask me, believing as I did that the Gov- 
ernment was right and could do these things, to 
Bay that it was wrong.” Senator Butler’s 
only reply was that the Senator should not 
lash himself into a fury and lecture the Demo- 
cratic side. Mr. Hawley referred to the 
speeches of Southern Senators in justification 
of the earnestness with which he bad spoken, 
for three Senators had demanded the repeal of 
the statutes on the ground that they were 
wrong; passed in the height of the bitter 
fecling after the war; instigated by 
**sectional bate,’? inspired by ‘strife’ 
and ‘‘bitterness.” The enactments against 
the South might seem severe, for the necessity 
which compelled them was serious. He would 
be glad to see modifications made from time to 
time, but when a demand was made to repeal 
them on the ground that they were the re- 
sults of sectional hate and strife he was com- 
pelled to fall back on his position, that what 
the Government did was right. 

At this point the hour available for the dis- 
tussion of the Tebbs case expired, and the 
Senators were obliged to postpone the further 
raking up of war cinders until to-morrow. 

Some exhibitions of ‘‘sectional strife” were 
manifested later in the day during the discus- 
sion of Mr. David Davis's bill to establish a 
Court of Appeals. After some discussion the 
amendment of the Judiciary Committee, cut- 
ting off the right of appeal to the Supreme 
Court in patent and copyright cases, was re- 

ected by a vote of 28 to 3. Mr. Butler then 
oe ht forward his amendment to rotate 
the Circuit Judges, and declared that the 
treason why he offered the amendment 


was that in his district the Circuit Judge was 

@n unworthy, incompetent, and infamous par- 

tisan, and ought not to acquire additional 

power. He also expressed a belief that the 
court would be Sayeered by making it 
migratory. Mr. Ingalls took up the gaunt- 
let the South Carolina Senator had thrown 
down. While he did not know the par- 
ticular Judge referred to as being offen- 

Sive, he supposed that reference was 

made to the election cases on trial in South 

Carolina, All he had tosay about them was 

that, if the testimony he had heard was true, 

they were a greater disgrace to liberty than 
any offenses ever perpetrated in this country. 

If those eases were what Mr. Butler based his 

argument on, it would fail. Mr. Ingalls re- 

ae itas unwise to attempt to make ali 
he Judges familiar with the practice in all 
sections of the country, when they could be 
more useful in sections where they are ac- 
quainted with the jurisprudence. Mr, Butler 
intimated that he should be able to demon- 
strate that the conduct of a certain Judge had 
been disgraceful to American jurisprudence, 

Mr. Sherman asked: ‘Does the Senator 

refer to Judge Bond?’ ‘Yes, I do,” 

answered Mr. Butler. Mr. Butler’s amend- 
ment owas rejected by a_ vote of 

17 to 38. Another amendment by the same 

Senator, declaring that after the establishment 

of courts of appeals proposed by the bill 

there should be no additional appointments of 

Judges of the Supreme Court until the mem- 

bership of the Supreme Court is reduced to 

six, was rejected by a viva voce vote, A 

proposition to make the bill forbid the in- 

stitution of cases by information was also 
rejected b a vote of 24 to 29. Mr. 

Vest offered an amendment which led toa 

prolonged debate. It prohibits any Judge of 

the Circuit Court who may be a Judge of a 

Court of Appeals to sit in the appellate ,court 

in review of any case adjudged by him in a 

Cireuit Court. Mr. Hale au Mr. Hoar op- 

posed it, believing that the Judges of the Su- 

reme Court and of the highest State courts 

ad shown that such a course was not repug- 
nant to the highest ideas of justice, as 
the Judges were high-minded men, anx- 
ious to maintain their reputation and 
standing, and that they had furnished many 
instances of their ability to learn and to re- 
verse their own decisions in consultation with 
other eminent Judges. This view was contro- 
verted by Mr. Garland and by Mr. Vest. Mr. 

David Davis said that there was a strong op- 

position in the section in which he lived to 

allowing a Judge to review his own decisions 
in an appellate court. He did not see how he 
could object to the amendment. As it became 
obvious at 5 o’clock that the bill could not be 
passed to-day, the Senate adjourned. 

THE STAR ROUTE TRIALS, 

THE GOVERNMENT READY TO PROCEED TO- 
DAY—MORE DILATORY 
PECTED. 

Wasuincton, May 3.—The court decided 
a few weeks ago that the trial of Thomas J. 
Brady, Stephen W. Dorsey, John W. Dorsey, 
John B. Miner, and others indicted in the star 
route cases, should begin to-morrow. Mr. Mer- 
rick, who represents the Attorney-General in 
the active prosecution of the cases, says to- 
night that the Government is ready, and he 
knows of no obstacle on the side of the prose- 
cution which will cause delay. It is believed, 
however, that the counsel for the defense will 
submit new dilatory motions to-morrow. They 
are determined to investigate the work of the 
Grand Jury which found the indictments. 
Judge Wylie has held that he could not open 
that door to them, but Mr. Merrick has an- 
nounced that he has no objection to a proper 
examination of the kind proposed. If any 
motions are mado to-morrow they will prob- 
ably be confined to this question, 

The continued absence of John W. Dorsey 
attracts some attention. A bench warrant 
was issued for him some time ago, but he has 
not been arrested. Defendants’ counsel 
promised that he should be here several days 


ago, Counsel for the Government say that 


the trial will continue from two to three 
months, Itis probable that the Grand Jury 
will, in the meantime, take up the evidence 
in other cases, although the Statute 
of Limitations is fast running against 
the prosecution. The trial of Rerdell 
in the Police Court will be resumed _to- 
morrow. No one knows how long it will 


continue, The court now has before it the 


confession made by Rerdell, together with ree- 
ord evidence which corroborates it. There can 
be little doubt that Rerdell will be bound over 
to the Grand Jury. The defendants already 
have a large number of lawyers, including 
some of the ablest in the District, but they 
desire to retain more, Mr. John McSweeney, 
of Worcester, Ohio, who nominated Senator 
Thurman for the Presidency in the Cincinnati 
convention, is in the city, having been offered 
a retainer to act with the other lawyers in the 
defense of ex-Senator Dersey.

He admitted 
that he knew of no facts to justify an investi- 
gation. M. Morrill could not see any neces- 
sity for the passage of the resolution, and de- 
clared that the published stories deserved 
nothing but contempt. No action was taken, 
and the resolution went over.

W ASHINGTON, May 3, 1882.

Secretary Folger has received a report from 
Mr. William Sberer, of the Sub-Treasury at 
New-York, on the result of an examination of 
the silver profit fund account of the several 
Mints, from which it appears the total amount 
placed to the credit of the silver profit fund 
during the fiscal years 1879, 1880, 1881, was 
$10,081,496 81, of which amount $9,776,020 24 
has been deposited in the Treasury. 

It is announced by the Garfield Monument 
Commission that the responses to their appeal 


bave been so liberal in all parts of the country 
as to warrant the assurance that their wor 
will be consummated. While it is true that a 
suitable structure can be erected with the 
funds now on hand or promised, it is proposed 
to open subscription lists in everv city and 
town in the United States on Decoration Day 
in order to allow the general public to eon- 
tribute to a more elaborate monument.

HOPHS RAISED BY MR. GLAD- 
STONE'S NEW POLICY. 

AN EXPERIMENT ON WHICH MANY OPINIONS 
ARE EXPRESSED—MR. CHAMBERLAIN TO 
RBUCCEED MR. FORSTER—THE FATE OF 
THE CABINET DEPENDENT ON THE RE- 
SULT OF ITS CONCILIATORY PLAN. 

Loxpon, May 3.—Mr. Goschen, in a 
speech last evening in the House of Commons, 
created much sensation. He said that, as Mr. 

Gladstone believes a social revolution exists 

in Ireland, it will have to be proved how far 

peace and order will be promoted by the re- 
lease of social revolutionists. 

The Land League members of Parliament 
are trying to persuade Mr. Parnell to come to 

London in time to be present in the House of 


Commons on Thursday, when Mr. Forster will 
make his explanation. 

The opinion grows that Mr. Chamberlain 
will succeed Mr. forster as Chief Secretary 
for Ireland, In that event it is probable that 
Sir Charles Dilke will succeed Mr, Chamber- 


lain as President of the Board of Trade, and 
that Lord Fitzmaurice will succeed Sir Charles 
Dilke as Under Secretary for Foreign Affairs, 
The Leeds Mercury, a leading Liberal organ, 
says Mr. Forster was disloyally treated by 
some of his colleagues, especially by Mr. Cham- 
berlain, 

The /imes says: ‘Public opinion will ap- 
prove Mr. Forster’s manly and _ dignified 
course in the presence ef trying and painful 
alternatives. The new policy of the Govern- 
ment rests upon the hope that the moderate 
language of the Land Leaguers, the concession 
to some extent to the demands in the Land 
Law Amendment bill, and the release of Mr. 
Parnell will touch the feelings of the Irish 
masses and restore the authority of law and 
respect for public and private rights. The 
probability of a compromise with respect to 
tenants’ claims is a hopeful element. If Mr. 
Parnell wil] make use of his liberty to restore 
order, there may be an immediate improve- 
ment in the condition of Ireland.” The Times 
also says that if the latest daring charge fails 
to vanquish the disorder in Ireland there can 
be no doubt of the fate of the Cabinet.’’ 

The Standard says the Radicals have tri- 
umphed all along the line. A new era is open- 
ing up in English politics. It asks, if amnesty 
is to be real, on what ground can Mr. Davitt 
be excluded from it ? 

The Post says the Government are in despair, 
and like desperate men are playing a desperate 
game to retrieve their fortunes. 

‘Three members of the branch of the Ladies’ 
Land League of Tralee were arrested last 
evening, and were sentenced to-day to six 
months’ imprisonment in default of bail. 

LONDON, May 4.—The Standard this morn- 
ing says: ‘ It is understood that, after hesita- 
tion and with reluctance, Mr. Chamberlain 
accepts the office of Chief Secretary for Ire- 
land. His appointment will be satisfactory to 
the extreme Irish party.”’ 

The Earl of Kimberley, Colonial Secretary, 
speaking at Hertford last evening, declared 
that the Government released the ‘*suspects’’ 
because they believed the back of the agitation 
had been broken. He said the Government 
intended to persevere steadily with remedial 
measures. 

Many ‘‘suspects’’ have been released from 
Clonmel and Kilmainham Jails, 

The release of the Land Leaguers was cele- 
brated last night at Balla, Belfast, Cork, Lim- 
erick, Londonderry, and Youghal) with torch- 
light processions, bonfires, illuminations, &c, 
General tranquillity prevailed, 

The Telegraph tkis morning says: ‘ Mr. 
Forster has been treated as a Jonah, 
and thrown overboard to lighten the 
vessel of the administration en its new 
tack.”’ It infers that itis the intention of 
the Government to administer affairs 
according to the wishes of the Lrish people, 
The Daily News says it is clear that Mr. Fors- 
ter’s administration has failed, and much will 
depend upon his successor. If Mr. Cham- 
berlain undertakes the responsibility he will 
have nerve enough to deal summarily with 
the difficulties. The News asks for a develop- 
ment of the amendment to the Land aet, and a 
eessation of trusting implicitly to an adminis- 
trative centralization spread eut from Dublin 
Castle, 

CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 

EE ERE 

Sr. Pererspure, May 3.—Lieut. Danen- 
hower was received by the Emperor and 
Empress yesterday. To-day he visited the 
Grand Duke Alexis, the Minister of Marine, 


and Gen. Ignatieff, Minister of the Interior. 


LEMBERG, May 3.—An exodus of Jews from 
all parts of Russia began yesterday. As the 
foreign corn trade was almost in Jewish hands, 
the utmost confusion prevails in that industry. 

Romk, May 3.—In the Chamber of Deputies 
to-day, during a discussion on the treaty of 
commerce With France, Signor Bianea, speak- 
ing in regard to the necessity of a European 
combination to make head against American 
importations, said that Europe had no reason 
to fear an invasion of American produets. 
The United States, he said, would, sooner or 
later, force old Europe to solve the question. 
The standing armies would be the means of 
giving back to agriculture and the manufac- 
tures stalwart arms shut up in military bar- 
racks. 

ViENNA, May 3.—The Pressesays that im- 
mediately after the assassination of Gen. 
Strelnikoff, the Public Prosecutor of the Kieff 
Military Tribunal, who was shot at Odessa, an 
accomplice of the assassins extracted from 
Gen, Strelnikoft’s pocket alist ef Nihilists to 
be arrested, and plundered his apartments, 
taking therefrom documents furnishing a com- 
plete plan of the Nihilists’ methods of proced- 
ure and projects. The recovery of these pa- 
pers by the Nibilists was a great blow to the 
authorities, 

The Reichsrath to-day adopted a preposal of 
Herr Haliwich permitting the importation of 
grain duty free into Tyrol, Geerz, Gradisea, 
Trieste, the District of Adelsberg in Carniola, 
Dalmatia, and Herzegovina. . 

Cairo, May 3.—The passage in the official 
version of the sentence of the court-martial in 
the case of the late conspiracy of officers, 
which was communicated to Consuls-General, 
raising the question of Ismail Pasha’s civil list, 
has been suppressed. ‘The Minister of War 
has ordered 9%) Krupp guns. 

Lonpon, May 4.—England will co-operate 
with other nations in establishing a chain of 
circumpolar magnetic and meteorological 
observatories. Fort Rae, in the north of Can- 
ada, is the station selected. 

Scutvari, May 3.—News has been received 
here, from Slavonian sources, that a revolt 
has broken out in several districts on the 
Bocche di Cattaro, in consequence of the en- 
forcement of the Jandwehr conscription.

CuicaGco, May 3.—The wheat combination 
delivered out a great deal of the article to-day, 
which was trotted around by the delivery boys, 
and ultimately a large portion of it went back 
into the clutches of the clique. The market ad- 
vanced, then weakened, and rose again, closing 
about 1 cent above the last price Tuesday evening. 
The crowd had various theories to advance in re- 
gard to the moves of the clique. The latest fairly 


authenticated report is that there has been a 
change in its personnel. Messrs. Kent and 
Fairbanks have withdrawn, it is said, and 
Kershaw and Alexander Young, of Milwaukee, the 
latter Bill Young’s brother, have joined MeGeoch, 
and calculate to work the market awhile in May, 
June, and July. Walker is also said to have been 
sueceeded by Dows as leading broker. An old ob- 
server said this evening he thought this new clique 
did not intend to buy up everything and squeeze 
the boys, but would make a feint of so doing, and 
encourage the publicto buy or get on the long 
side, while the combinations were generally selling 
through unknown brokers. He thinks they are 
retaining control of the cash wheat for the pur- 
pose of breaking the market when they have put 
out a leading line of short sales. Others think the 
opposite, and see good reasons for it. They argue 
that the clique has the market, and will milk and 
squeeze it from now until August. 

The meeting the Directors held Tuesday was 
breezy. The President selected the following com- 
mittee to determine a settling price for the de- 
faulted contracts in April wheat: A. M. Wright, C. 
D. Culver, Henry Tanner, W. F. Blair, and George 
Smith. Three of the Directors voted to con- 
firm this committee and seven voted to reject 
the three first named above, giving out as 
a reason, it is sald, that the three had all expressed 
themselves strongly against corners and manipu- 
lations, which seemed to imply that the clique 
would not receive justice at their hands. A dis- 
cussion was at once started which became decid- 
edly hot. The three Directors who supported the 
committee in its entirety protested against such 
action by the majority of the bare quorum pres- 
ent as uncalled for, unjust, insulting to some of 
the best men in the board, and an outrage on 
the directory. Tho meeting at last adjourned, 
all out of sorts, and will assemble to-morrow 
afternoon, when the President's committee will 
probably be confirmed, even though the opposition 
lobbies actively among those who will take care 
not to be absent to-day. Leading members of the 
board declare the proceedings outrageous, They 
think the three named in the committee were re- 
jected because they were known to be good men, 
who would demand a thorough investigation of 
the April deal before they fixed on a settling price. 
Certainly one, and probably none of the three, 
had no defaulted April trades, and knew little or 
nothing about who had, or the quantity in default. 
Besides, they were all men of high standing, 
who would be governed in their decision by the 
rules and the evidence, and not by any personal 
feeling, however strong it might be. The talk on 
*Change was also to the effect that those who were 
confirmed have had little experience in such oases, 
which is looked uponas further proof that the ma- 
jority favored the clique, and did not want a com- 
mittee that would be likely to inquire too closely 
into its affairs. ‘The proposed amendment to fix 
the settling price at the end of each month by a 
sort of averaging-up scheme was defeated to-day 
by a vote of 479 nays out of 760 votes cast. 

In the corn pit to-day there was a regular rush 
of buying orders on country account, and these 
put up the market early, while the opportunity to 
unload was vigorously embraced by some of the 
local longs. The rumor that they were selling out 
led to adecided break, but not until most of the 
buying orders had been filled. The market was 
very weak after the noon hour, and rallied toward 
the close, with rumors of acoming storm. There 
was a fair shipping demand throughout, but the 
cash market varied with futures.

ANOTHER CASE NEARLY FINISHED—THE 
DEFENSE AROUSING PREJUDICES. 
CHARLESTON, S. C., May 3.—The first wit- 
ness called by the defense in the United States 
Circuit Court this morning, in the trial of the Hope 


Engine-house managers, was L. G, Gordon, a po- 


iceman, who testified that he had his eyes on the 


ballot-box from 6 o'clock in the morning of the 
election until after the votes were connted the 
next morning, and no irregularities occurred. E 
L. Roche and T. W. Carwite, Commissioners of 
Election, swore that no frauds had been perpe- 
trated, and that they aeted by advice of counsel 
in all they did. Col. Alfred Rhett affirmed that 


Supervisor Hendricks stated to him that the elec- 
tlon had been conducted fairly. Here the defense 
rested its case. Postmaster W. N, Taft, counsel 
for Congressman Mackey at some stages of his 
contest, wasthe next witness called by the pros 
ecution to rebut the evidence of J. O. Levin. 
His unequivocal answer showed that Levin per- 
jured himself yesterday in almost every reply he 
made. W.J. Whaley, O’Connor’s attorney in the 
election contest, being asked if he could point out 
anytbing inthe published testimony which Levin 
had not sworn to, replied that he could not. A.J, 
soyton, F.C, Weston, J. C, Terry, J, F. Lilienthal, 
Dr. Sams, and George W. Williams swore they 
knew the Rev. A. 8. Dobbs believed Bishop Simp- 
son would not have sent him here if his character 
was not irreproachable, and that his statements 
were entitled to credence. 

This closed the evidence and Assistant District 
Atiorney Marshall opened the arguments, which 
Judge Bond limited to two hours for each side. He 
reviewed the evidence—the strongest and most 
complete adduced this term—and requested the 
jury to divest itself of the belief that trials for elec- 
tion frauds were confined to South Carolina. He 
showed that all the records of election, so far as 
this precinct 1s concerned, were spirited away by 
State and county officers, and that the jury must 
be guided by the Supervisor’s report, which showed 
the existence of unsurpassed fraud. Col. Richard- 
son Miles followed for the defense, Instead of at- 
tacking the evidence and relying on the law, he 
endeavored to arouse the prejudices of the jurors. 
He said these violations of the election law 
were dictated by the higher law of self-defense 
for the safety of the people. The wives, mothers, 
and sisters of the entire State were praying for the 
safe deliverance of these defendants. The whole 
— of Charleston were on trial, but the jury- 
OX was mightier than the ballot-box. ‘These 
citizens,” he sald, “are under your protection 
against charges drummed up for political capital.” 
For the benefit of MeTier, a juror pointed out to 
him as being a trustworthy Democrat, Miles related 
a judicial aneedote reported by Macauley, in which 
one juror, by threatening to remain in the jury- 
room until he became as thin asa pipe stem, com- 
pelied a verdict of aequittal, and received the 
thanks of the populace. Ex-Gov. Magrath will be 
heard in the morning for the defense, and District 
Attorney Melton will close for the prosecution. It 
is believed no other case will be heard this term.

Sr. Pau, Minn., May 3.—A most singular 
and romantic case of immature passion was dis- 
closed here this afternoon in a tragedy.

HARNEST APPEAL OF THE PENN- 
SYLVANIA INDEPENDENTS. 

A STATE CONVERTION CALLED TO MEET ON 
MAY 24—THE CALL A STROXG DENUN- 
CIATION OF BOSSISM AND THE SPOILS 
SYSTEM—DEFECTION OF CHARLES §8. 
WOLFE. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 3.—The Independent 
Republicans of this city are feeling deeply 
aggrieved at the construction generally 
placed upon the action of the Continental 
Hotel conference of Monday night. They 
smart under the imputation of having been 
captured by Cameron, and their resentment 
of this charge took shape to-day in the issuing 
of a call for the Independent Republican 
convention of May 24 which was deter- 
mined on three months ago, but which, 
it was agreed, should not be formally 
called until after the regular Republican con- 
vention had been held. It will be noticed, 
however, that Charles 8S. Wolfe does not join 
in the call and the declarations of principles 
accompanying it. The other Independent 
leaders are so much dissatisfied with 


Mr. Wolfe’s course in dallying with the Stal- 
warts that they are quite ready to repudiate 
him. There is very good foundation for the 
rumor which has been going about for several 
days; that Wolfe is playing a deep game to 
secure the regular Republican nomination for 
Lieutenant-Governor, and, though he denies 
the report in words his actions tend to con- 
firm it. At all events, he is not in the new In- 
dependent movement which is offered by his 
late associates. The formal call fixes May 24 
asthe date for the Independent convention, 
but does not assign any place of meeting. It 
lays down the Tndeptedent platform as fol- 
lows: 


Should the convention of May 10 fail to nominate 
as its candidates men who, in their character, 
antecedents, and affiliations, are the embodi- 
ments of the principles of true Republicanism, 
free from the iniquities of bossism and of 
an honest administration of public affairs, free 
from the evils of the spoils system, such nomina- 
tions or any such nomination should be emphati- 
cally repudiated by the Independent Repmbli- 
cans of Pennsylvania in November next.

This committee, being the only body representing 
the organization of last year formed to defeat the 
ciass legislation embodied In the prohibition act, do 
hereby call a mass convention of the Liberal inde-

Mr. Cooper resigned and Col. Johnstor was 
elected Chairman of the committee. It is the in- 
tention of the convention to nominate candidates 
for Congressmen at Large and Judges of the Su- 
preme and Superior Courts. Very strong resolu- 
tions will be adopted condemning the Probibition 
act voted upon last year, deciaring for the appro- 
priation of taxes derived from whisky and tobacco 
to educational purposes and the repeal of the 
present County Government act. There is no indi- 
cation asto who will be the nominees for the offices 
mentioned. It is intended thatthe nominations by 
the Anti-Prohibition Convention shall be such that 
they will be indorsed by the Republican State Con- 
vention, which meets here on June 19, and thus es- 
tablish the liberaland independent movement in 
North Carolina. The members of the committee 
bring enthusiastic reports of the political condi- 
tion of their respective portions of the State, and 
prophesy the decisive defeat of the Bourbon De- 
mocracy in November next. 

The Democratic State Committee met here to- 
day and decided to call their State Convention to 
meet in this city’ on Wednesday, July 5. It is not 
denied by members of the committee aud promi- 
nent Democrats who were present to-day that the 
party is in worse condition than for many years.

DHATH OF HORACE MAYNARD.

DYING OF HEART DISEASE AT HIS HOME IN 
KNOXVILLE—MR. MAYNARD’S CAREER. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., May 3.—The Hon. Hor- 
ace Maynard, ex-Postmaster-General, died sud- 
denly at his residence in this city at 1 o’clock this 
morning. He attended the Republican State Con- 
vention at Nashville last week and returned Fri- 
day night. He attended church as usual Sunday 
and lectured Sunday night. He was in the streets 
in perfect health yesterday, and entertained vis- 
itors at his home until 10 o’clock last night. Soon 
after 12 o’clock he complained of pain in the chest, 
but it was not considered serious, and he him- 
self objected to anything being done for 
relief, saying it would soon pass away. 
Soon after he said, ‘I can’t breathe.” 
‘These were his last words. Before a physictan 
or his nearest neighbors arrived he had passed 
away. The courts adjourned out of respect for 
him, and flags are floating at half-mast. public 
meeting of citizens will be held to-morrow, also a 
Bar meeting, te take action in respect of his mem- 
ory. The funeral will take place Friday. 

Horace Maynard was born in Westboro, Mass., 
Aug. 30, 1814. He was graduated from Amherst 
College in 1838 and very soon afterwards went to 
Tennessee and began the study of law at Knox- 
ville. Fora time he was Professor in the Univer- 
sity of East Tennessee. He acquired an extensive 
legal practice and, taking an active interest in pub- 
lic affairs, he soon exercised much influence in 
local politics. He was Presidential Elector in 1852 
and 1864, and in January, 1865, he was a member of 
the Constitutional Convention of Tennessee. After 
the outbreak of the war he declared his loyalty to 
the Government and his property was confiscated 
and himself and family were driven from East 
Tennessee by the rebel authorities. Mr. 
Maynard was a member of the Thirty-fifth 
Thirty-sixth, Thirty-seventh, Thirty-ninth, Fortieth, 
and Forty-first Congresses, and was re-elected to 
the Forty-second Congress as a Republican, re- 
ceiving 8,851 votes, against 7,869 for Blizzard. Con- 
servative. He wasalso a member of the Forty- 
third Congress, in which he was Chairman of the 
Committee on Banking. In 1865 he was an aspirant 
for a seat in the United States Senate, and it is 
said that he would have obtained it but for the 
death of President Lincoln, which gave rise to po- 
litical exigencies which resulted in the selection of 
Senator Pattersen in place of Mr. Maynard. Presi- 
dent Grant appointed Mr. Maynard Minister Resi- 
dent to Turkey in March, 1875, and he remained in 
Constantinople as the United States representa- 
tive for about two years. He was appointed Post- 
master-General by President Hayes in May, 1880, 
and qualified for that position in the following 
August. He was*superseded in March, 1881, by 
Thomas L. James. 

WASHINGTON, May 3.—As a mark of re- 
spect to the late ex-Postmaster-General Maynard, 
the Post Office Department will be closed on Fri-

LEGISLATORS AT ALBANY

IMPROPER BILLS BEFORE THE A8-’ 
SHMBLY. 

THE BROOKLYN STREET MEASURES WHICH 
MR. NEWMAN IS FAVORING NEARLY 
KILLED—THE CLAIMS OF DRAFTED MEN 
—DANGEROUS STREET RAILROAD BILL. 

ALBany, May 3.—Two of the three vicious 
bills which ‘‘ Dick’? Newman, of Brooklyn, has un- 
dertaken to get through the Legislature received 
such a crippling at the hands of the Assembly to- 
day that no amount of tender treatment is likely 


to restore them to vigorous vitality. That they were 
not killed outright is due to the protection thrown 


‘about them by Col. Murphy, of New-York, whe 


was temporarily in the chair, and, to the peculiat 
and offensive tactics in which Mr. Newman is s¢ 
well skilled. The bills, asthey were drawn by Mr 


Newman,required that Thirty-eighth-street, Brook: 
lyn, between Third and Fourth avenues, and Sixth: 
avenue, between Eighth and Ninth streets, should 
be graded and paved without the petition of prop- 
erty-owners, without advertising even for petitions 
or remonstrances,and whether or no the City Treas« 
ury is supplied with funds applicable to the purpose, 
They are in opposition to the charter of Brooklyn, 
which regulates these matters, so that property: 
owners may have some voice in questions whera 
their private interests are involved. They had 
been smuggled into the Sub-Committee of Sixteen, 
and to-day it was Mr. Newman’s intention to 
smuggle, and failing in that to force, them 
through the house on their third reading. 

Mr. Roosevelt attacked the Thirty-eighth-street 
bill and condemned its obnoxious features, He 
wasin the act of citing the arguments of Mayor 
Low, of Brooklyn, to all such measures, when Col, 
Murph a called him to order with 
the eclaration that the gentleman must 
confine himself to the auestion under con- 
sideration. This was such a bold attempt 
to bully the speaker that it immediately attracted 
the attention of the House. Mr. Roosevelt de- 
clined to be a victim, and by persistently continu- 
ing on his course dared the Chairman to silence 
him. He was permitted to conciude his remarks 
without further interruption. Mr. Sprague, 
Mr. Hunt, Mr. Welch, and Major Far- 
rar each criticised the . bill, whieh was 
then put upon its final passage. In spite of the 
support which it received from what has been 
termed “the 40 thieves’ quarter of the House,’ 
it lacked enough votes to get it through. This faet 
should have settled its fate, but Mr. Newman 
moved to reconsider the vote and to lay that 
motion on the table, a motion which the 
Chairman declared carried, although it was 
apparent enough by the sound that the 
opposite result had been reached. Itisin order 
now whenever Mr. Newman thinks he can muster 
enough votes again to put his bill on its final pas- 
sage. Mr. Sprague, of New-York, seconded by Mr. 
Chapin. of Brooklyn, attacked the other bill. Mean- 
while, Mr. Newman had managed to drum up re- 
eruits who could talk in its behalf. These wera 
Messrs. Tighe and McClelland, the champions of 
the objectionable Excise bill. Their remarks only 
confirmed the general impression that the bill is a 
bad one. By a vote of 63 to 38 the bill was soa 
amended, on Mr. Chapin’s motion, as to make it 
harmless. In order for the proposed grading and 
paving to be done a petition must be circulated, 
notices of the same must be duly advertised, and 
there must be money in the City Treasury applica- 
ble to such work. Even then the bill failed of ita 
passage and, like its predecessor, is held in abey< 
auce upon Mr. Newman’s motion. 

The third bill of this series was withdrawn from 
public gaze by its anthor and not permitted to be 
put upon its third reading. Had the others suc- 
ceeded in getting through, there is no doubt this 
one would have been brought up too. Earlier in 
the session, and before their real nature had been 
discovered, two bills containing the same objec- 
tionable features were passed through the House 
with little or no opposition. They were introduced 
by Messrs. Sheridan and Lindsay. The Senate 
Citles Committee has them now under considera- 
tion, and Senator Russell. of Broeklyn, will now 
have;to be relied upon to defeat them. 

There was 2 scramble among the members to- 
day to get their bills ordered into the sub-commit- 
tee of 16. A single dissenting voice has heretofore 
always been sufficient to prevent a bill going to 
this committee. Contrary to the established usage 
on the point, and very much to the surprise of the 
older members, Speaker Patterson permitted a 
vote of the House to be taken on the reference of 
a number of bills in almost every instance. Their 
authors managed to obtain enough votes to secure 
the desired reference, and the consequence is that 
several bills, which ought never to be considered 
out of Committee of the Whole, will now 


come out of the Grinding Committee without 


having been subjected to the ordeal of publia 
discussion and criticism. Attention was called to 
a measure of Mr. er ty in such a vigorous man- 
ner by Mr. Alvord that it was thrown out of the 
list by a voteof the House. It was a bill to repeal 
the act of last year providing for mutual insurance 
among members of charitable and fraternal organi- 
zations. Mr. Engle asserted that that act was dis: 
tasteful to organizations of which he is a member. 


Mr. Alvord sharply reminded him that there ara 


500,000 voters behind the bill of 1881, and that 


one member of the Legislature of that year 
(meaning Gen. Husted) owed his defeat to his 
strenuous efforts to defeas it. While the 
reference of these bills was in progress, 
a bill of J. W. Sheeby’s came up, which was imme- 
diately objected to by a member on the opposite 
side of the House. “That’s because I voted 
against your Police and Excise bills,” said Mr. 
Sheehy emphatically. The incident illustrates the 
revengeful spirit which prompts the acts of many 
of the rougher element of the House toward mem- 
hers who could not be bullied into supporting their 
obnoxious measures. 

The bill of Mr. Keyes, which requires various 
counties of the State to reimburse the drafted men 
who furnished substitutes during the early 

the rebellion, was on this list 

It has achieved so much noto- 
riety that Mr. Keyes did not dare to 
press its reference} when Mr. Roosevelt singled it 
out and objected to it. All hope of this bill being 
passed has not been abandoned. The drafted men 
have employed an_ex-clergyman to lobby it 
through, and are sending members circulars to in- 
timidate them from opposing it. One of these cir- 
culars reads as follows: 

**I received last week a copy of a bill for the benefit 
of drafted men of 1883. Iam in favor of the bill and 
bope that it will receive your vote. I have yet to meet 
the man who denies that we (the drafted men) havea 
just claim. We have many of this class in Lewi¢ 
County, and we propose to use the ballot hereafter 
and not vote for a | candidate who Is opposed to our 
claim. The bill only asks that we shail receive pay 
whena Feng cabo of the tax-payers have signed a peti. 
tion to the Board of Supervisors, a0 that it could not 
subject you to any criticism from those who will not 
be benefited by the act. The drafted men are organ- 
ized throughout the county and are anxiously waiting 
for action on the bill. We hope and expect that you 
will do the ‘square thing,’ and shall not be ungrateful 
‘to you for so doing.” 


The Sprague Excise bill has been ordered to a 
third reading, notwithstanding the efforts of Mr. 
Newman and others to killit. The biil is intended 
to repeal the three-bed and the arbitrary arrest 
clauses of the present law. The bill giving the 
right of sufirage to women was under considera- 
tion, and its passage was ably advocated by Major 
Haggerty. Mr. Brooks oonens it as being uncon- 
stitutional, and expressed his belief that the great 
m.xss of the women of the State did not wish tha 
pritileges that it confers. Mr. Alvord championed 
the 1 veasure, to the delight of a score of ladies who 
sat upon the floor, and it was ordered to 
its thi’d reading. Meanwhile the Attorney-General, 
at the suggestion of Mr. Brooks, will give his opin- 
ion upow its constitutionality. The Receivership 
bills of Mr. Baker and Mr. Hart, which were made 
a special order for to-day, had to give way to the 
third reading of bills, a hundred or more of which 
are now on the Clerk’s desk awaiting their final 
passage. There seems to be a disposition on the 
part of some of' the members to delay action on the 
Baker bill. 

Some time ago Mr. C. 8. Baker, of Monroe, in- 
troduced by reauest a bill which is claimed to bea 
general act to provide for the construction of street 
railroads in the cities of the State. Very few of 
the members knew anything about its provisions, 
and Mr. Baker hin\self seems to be in ignorance of 
its real nature. Little or no opposition has ever 
been manifested toward it. and it has run along 
smoothly through the committees, and now only 
needs its third reading in order to reach the Senate. 
It has been intimated that an old and dangerous 
scheme, known as the Forty-second-street railroad 
job, is concealed in its ample provisions. There is 
little doubt that this is the real fact. Its first six 
sections are the only ones that give it the appear- 
ance of being the general railroad act which the 
Constitution requires shall be passea before addi- 
tional street railroads can be established and 
operated within this State. The real interest of 
the bill is shown in section 7, the first portion of 
which, together with the whole of section 5, relate 
to the so-called Forty-second-street railroad 
scheme. in which New-York capitalists are 
interested. Involved in this scheme is the 
seizure for street railroad purposes of the Boule- 
vard and the avenues from Fifty-ninth-street to | 
One Hundred and Fifty-fifth-street, which have 
cost New-York nearly. $10,000,000. By the pro- 
visions of these two sections certain persons, 
whose names, it need hardly be said, are not men- 
tioned in the entire bill, are authorized by an 
agreement entered into with*he Common Counci), 
several years ago to enter upon the Boulevara 
and these avenues, tear up the expensive 
tileford pavement, and lay down their tracks in 
such manner, using such material and deing the 
work at such times, as they see fit, without inter- 
ference by the courts or Municipal authorities. The 
arrangement referred to was one which, at the 
same time, authorized achange of route from 
Tenth-avenue to the Boulevard and added Forty- 
gecond-street to it. At the end of section 7 is the 


following clause: 

Ho loones of any railroad now ed in the oper- 
ation of any railroad leased by it shall have the same 
right to extend such railroad or to construct such 
branches thereof as the corporation or company own- 
ing any such leased rail might do pursuant to the 
pro ms of this act. 


To be fully understood, this clause must be read 
in connection witn section 9, whieh reads as fol- 





struction or operation of any railroad the construction 
f which has not been sommenced and which has 
eretofore received the permission of the local author- 
ties of any city to construct, maintain, and operate 
ita road, and whose charter has not lapsed or expired 
shell be entitled toall the benefits and priviliges of 
this act, so far as any part of its route is concerned 
respect to whi has received such 
rmission. None of the provisions of this act 
all be construed to relate to or affect any 
thor railroads than street railroaas, laid or to be con- 
tructed, run, and operated upon the surface of the 
itreets, avenues, roads, and highways hereinbefore 
mentioned, and this act shall not be deemed to revoke 
any charter which has been repealed, nor shall this 
Act be deemed to extend the corporate existence of 
Any railroad company or apply in any of Its provi- 
= to any railroad now in operation which has 
een wholly completed. 

The lessee referred to in section 7 is the Twenty- 
third-Street Railroad of New-York, which is leased 
by the Bleecker-Street and Fulton Ferry Railroad 
Company. The President of both these companies 
is Mr. Jacob Sharpe, who, with other capitalists, 
Obtained fromthe Common Council some years 
azo the authority to construct, maintain, and ope- 
Yate a railroad on Broadway. The ninth section of 
this bill simply revives the grant. These gentle- 
men were simply enjoined by the courts 
from exercising ‘this valuable franchise, and 
consequently it has neither iapsed nor 
expired. Section 9, in fact, gives it renewed vital- 
ity, and Mr. Sharpe and his associates can builda 
railroad on Broadway from the Battery to Four- 
teenth-street, where it will connect with the Chris- 
topher-Streect Rallroad, and so with the various 
ferries—a franchise for which, if put up at auction, 
ought to bring a handsome price. It will 
be remembered that at one time the 
Common Council assumed that it had the 
right to grant franchises for operating 
surface railroads. <A decision of the Court of Ap- 
peals, however, inthe Broadway scheme makes it 
necessary for the Legislature to interfere and con- 
firm many of the grants which the Common Coun- 
cil gaye with such prodigal hands before the roads 
thus authorized can be constructed and 
operated. Such confirmatory statutes had to 
be passed in the cases of the Ninth-ave- 
nue, Eighth-avenue, Broadway and _ Seventh- 
avenue, Sixth-avenue, and Bleecker-street 
lines. There were many other grants given by the 
Common Council which the Legislature has never 
yet confirmed. Itis a question how many of them 
are covered by this nintn section. It is said that 
there is a powerful lobby at work here to progress 
this bill. The sooner that some of its friends un- 
derstand the facts in this matter the sooner they 
will be likely to abandon it to its legitimate patrons, 
$he lobbyists,

RAILROAD AND CANAL MATTERS. 
SENATORS STILL DISCUSSING THE COMMIS 
SION BILL-—CARE OF CANAL FUNDS, 

ALBANY, May 3.—The Railroad Commission 
bill occupied the Senate again to-day, and, the dis- 
cussion not being conciuded at the hour of ad- 
journment, it was made the special order again for 
to-morrow. Nothing new was elicited by the de- 
bate to-day. Mr. Daly opened with an argument 
in favor of the election of the Commissioners, and 
was followed by Mr. Pitts, who advocated their 
appointment by the Governor, They ali agreed, 
he said, with the of Mr. McCarthy, 
that s kind of a commission Dill was 
needed ought to be passed at this 
session only differed as to the meth- 
od of creating the commission. The object 
of the bill was to establish absolute 
equality among the business men of the State in 
their use of the railroads, The railroad system 
had grown to enormous proportions, and had 
superseded and usurped the place of the Erie Canal. 
From the building of that canal up to 1877 the State 
officers who supervised and controlled it were 
elected by the people. But it was fonne that great 
abuses had crept into the management under this 
Bystem of popular election; men of both political par- 
ties banded together, and by their combined influ- 
ence controlled primary elections and political con- 
ventions inthe interest of those who mismanaged 
the canals. Seeing this state of things, the people 
of their own accord and by an overwhelming ma- 
jority, changed the method of electing Canal Com- 
missioners by the people, and put the canals under 
the control of an officerappointed by the Governor. 
And now it was asked that the control of 
the great railroad system whieh bad supplanted 
the canals should be put in the hands of Commis- 
sioners elected by the people. This would be going 
backward instead of forward, and would ignore 
the lessons of the past. It was claimed to be Dem 
Ocratic, but Gov. Hoffman, who was certainly a 
Democrat, said in one of his Messages, in 1872, that 
all the departments of the State Government ought 
to be subject to the control of the Governor, and 
that he ought to be held responsible for their ad- 
ministration. He claimed that the Governor should 
have their appointment ‘ without the intervention 
of the Senate,” thus going beyond what was pro- 
posed in this Railroad Commission bill. If the 
Governor should appoint improper men, the Sen- 
ate need not confirm them, but he did not believe 
there was any danger of that—Mr. Cornell would 
not dare to name improper men to fill these places, 
Mr. Jarobs asked if Goy. Cornell did not appoint 

he present Superintendent of Public Works, and 
if he (Mr, Pitts) had not denounced the Superin- 
tendent on the floor of the nate for making use 
of his office to run primaries and pack conventions. 
Mr. Pitts did not recollect that he had, but, at all 
events, he did not believe the Governor, in the face 
of the present condition of public sentiment, 
would appoint politicians or unfit men as Railroad 
Commissioners if the power was left to him. 

Mr. A. Lansing arcued that the objection to the 
election of the Commissioners because they would 
be nominated by conventions controlled by poli- 
nye would apply to all of our elective officers. 

‘he Governor himself got his nomination through 
the intervention of a political convention, which 
Was probably as much under machine control as 
any convention ever held in the State. He was 
seeking a nomination from another convention, to 
be controlled probably in the same way, and it 
was absurd to say that nominations of officers 
Bhould be given to such a Governor, whose elec- 
tion it was not safe to trust to the people. 

Mr. Koch took the ground that when the people 
were aroused onany great question, like this of 
treating a Railroad Commission, they could not be 
controlled or deceived by politicians, The ** bosses” 
on such oreasions were powerless, As a general 
thing the people of this State had shown themselves 
opposed to extending the powers of the Governor. 
On the contrary,they had gradually curtailed these 
powers. Time was when the Governor appointed 
pli the State officers in New-York, and also the 
Judges, but the people had taken these powers 
pway from him, and no eyil results had followed. 
Mr. Lynde Jwas in favor of giving the appointment 
to the Governor, and Mr. Titus followed with an 
argument on the other side. The argument was 
closed for the day py Mr. Grady, who for the third 
time treated the Senate to a political speech filled 
with eulogy of Tammany dall Democracy and dis- 
paragement of the other kind, 

It is evident from the discussion that has oc- 
rurred in the Senate that the billas reported from 
the Senate committee cannot pass that body. The 
plection of the Commissioners by the people,which 
Is the method given in the Assembly bill, and was 
ppproved by a caucus of the “regular’' Democrats 
of the Senate. will command 15 votes. The re- 
remainder, including the three Tammany Senators, 
would be just enough to pass the bill as reported 
from the Senate committee if they could all agreeto 
It; but Mr. McCarthy, who admits he is opposed to 
any commission bill, has stated positively that he 
will not vote for the Senate bill in its present shape. 
If any bill passes the Senate it will probably bea 
bill giving to the Governor the right to appoint all 
the Commissioners without restriction. It is 
doubtful, however, whether such a bill could pass 
the Assembiy. Unless, therefore, the Tammany 
Senators shift their ground and join the ‘‘ regular” 
Democrats in passing the Assembly bill, with an 
plective commission, the prospect ot getting any 
Railroad Commission bili this session is not en- 
couraging. 

Mr. Boyd offered a resolution, which was adopt- 
ed, authorizing the Railroad Committee to investi- 
pate the affairs of the Harlem Railroad Company 
with a view to getting information which was 
calied for by a resolution offered by him in Febru- 
ary last, but which the company has neglected to 
furnish. 

Mr. Titus offered the following, 
adopted: 

Whereas, There was on the ist day of April, 1882, 
on deposit in the varlous banks of this State the sum 
of $5,053,100 60 drawing little or no interest, of which 
Bmount $1.518,918 17 belongs to the various canal 
tunas provided by the Constitution and money avail- 
able for canal repairs; and 

Whereas, The three-tenths of a mill tax of 1881 for 
canals will produce about $800,000, all of which will 
be in the Treasury and available for the canal sinking 
fund, which, unless invested, will be deposited in the 
several banks of this State; and 

Whereas, Only asmall portion of the canal debt falls 
due until 1887, as appears from the Controller’s re- 
port for the yeari881, as follows: Jan. 1, 1883, $938,- 
200; July 1, 1887, $1.562,900; July 1, 1891, $4,302,600; 
Oet. 1, 1892, $2,000,000, and Oct. 1, 1893, $173,000, to 
make payment for which as provided by the Constitu- 
tion will accumulate large sums in the Treasury to be 
deposited in banks of the State; and 

Whereas, The State was a depositer of canal funds 
in the First National Hank of Buffalo. which has re- 
cently failed for a large amount, and is liable to suffer 
loss by such failure; therefore 

Resolved, That the Finance Committee of the Senate 
nre hereby empowered and directed to make investi- 
ration into the condition of the several canal sinking 
ety and examine the securities held by the State, if 
apy, for bank deposits, and whether such securities 
are sufficient to fully indemnify the State against loss, 
an l report such examination to the Senate, and the 
condition of such funds and the value of the securi- 
ties held by the State, and that such committee exam- 
ine theother funds of the State and report the condliton 
of such funds to the Senate, and report whether the 
moneys belonging to the canal funds should not be 
kept invested in Government securities to @ greater 
extent than is now done, and report what, if any, 
legislation is necessary to fully protect the State and 
secure all of the different funds intact. 

Senator Grady’s bill, introduced ‘this afternoon, 
authorizes the Board of Street Openings and 
Improvements in New-York to lay out and estab- 
lish a street 80 feet wide running from Centre- 
street, at or near its junction with Chatham-sauare 
and opposite or nearly opposite the entrance from 
Chatham-street, to the Brooklyn Bridge on the 
south, and the southern line of Great Jones-street 
onthe north. When the board completes its map 
of the proposed improvement the Commissioner of 
Public Works is authorized to have the work done 
by contract. No elevated railroad shall be built 
upon the street,

THE ELECTORAL COUNT PROBLEM. 


A COMPROMISE MEASURE REPORTED TO THE 
HOUSE. 

WASHINGTON, May 8.—Mr, Updegraff, of 
Towa, from the select committee on law respecting 
the election of President and Vice-President, made 
a favorable report to-day upon the bill ‘to carry 
into effect the provisions of the Constitution re- 
specting the election of President and Vice-Presi- 
dent of the United States.» A complete review of 
the question is embraced in Mr. Updegraff’s report, 
which accompanies the pill. The report says, in 
effect: ‘*The bill is a compromise of a great 
variety of views on the part of the com- 
mitee. The first eight sections provide a 


scheme for a count by the two _ houses 
ot Congress. Section 9 provides that notwith- 
standing this Congressional count, the title to the 
office of President or Vice-President may be tried 
and determined by an action in the nature of quo 
warranto. It is provided that the proceedings in 
the case shall have precedence over all other busi- 
ness, and wherever it was thought practicable to 
limit the time it has been done. It is claimed that 
any contest can be settled before the 4th of March. 
The first eight sections are substantially the same 
as the Senate bill, but itis claimed that in any scheme 
for a Congressional count, where each house has 
one vote and no umpire, there are only threo courses 
to pursue: First, that no vote shail be counted 
without concurrence; second, that no yote thall 
be rejected without coneurrence; third, to define 
a class of casesin one of which concurrence shall 
be necessary to reject, and another in which con- 
currence shall be necessary toacount. It is claimed 
that the third proposition is impracticable and im- 
possible; that no such definition can be made un- 
der which the preferred class cannot, by the po- 
litical party interested in doing so, be changed be- 
forehand into a case of the other class, wherein 
a single hous® may throw out a_ State. 
This is illustrated by reference to the trans- 
actions of the past. It is claimed that Congress 
might as well provide either that all yotes shall be 
counted or that none shall be counted if either 
house objects. It is claimed that there is ina 
Presidential election the same field of controversy 
and judicial inquiry as in an ordinary popuiar 
election, and just so much or more necessity for a 
judicial determination by which alore such a dis- 
pute can be properly settled; that Congress 1s de- 
nied such functions by the Constitution, and that a 
reference to the courts in this matter, as in all dis- 
putes involving the construction and interpreta- 
tion of law, is the only constitutional method of 
disposing of all conceivable disputes.””

THE PROPERTY OF WILLIAM 
CAMERON. 
PHILADELPHIA, May 3.—Argument 
heard this morning before the Supreme Court in 
the Cameron will case. This arose upon an appeal 
from the Register of Wills of Union County ad- 
mitting the will of William Cameron to probate.

Jane Harrison, upon the ground that undue influ- 
ence had been used to affect Mr. Cameron's 
disposition of his property. The alleged will 
was written by John B. Packer, the hus- 
band of Mary M. Packer. sy its pro- 
visions he gave his widow, Eleanor Cameron, 
a life estate in all his property; subject to her 
estate, two farms were devised to John B. Packer, 
charged with the payment of legacies of $10,000 
each to four grandchildren; two farms, worth 
$40,000, to Dr. F. C. Harrison; $100,000 to Mrs. Jane 
Harrison, and, after some other minor bequests, 
the remainder, about nine-tenths of his whole 
estate, to Mrs. Mary M. Packer. Three other wills 
were produced, made between 1867 and 1875, 
which, with their different codicils, showed that, 
by his will of April 19, 1867, he had, with the excep- 
tion of other bequests, divided his property equally 
between the two sisters, but that since that time he 
had gradually reduced the amount of his legacy to 
Mrs, Harrison and increased that of Mrs. Packer.

THE BRITISH GOVERNMENT AND 
THE AMERIOAN ‘‘ SUSPECTS.” 
LORD GRANVILLE’S REPLY TO THE REPRE- 

SENTATIONS OF SECRETARY FRELING- 
HUYSEN — IRISH-AMERICANS ON THE 
SAME FOOTING AS BRITISI SUBJECTS. 
Wasuincton, May 3.—The following letter 
from Lord Granvil'e to Minister West, which is em- 
braced in the correspondence regarding Irish- 
American suspects, published in London, has been 


furnished the Department of State. 


Foretien Orrice, April 6, 1882. 

Str: Withreference to my dispatch No. 86, of 
the 3ist ult.,I have now to inforin you that her 
Majesty’s Government have carefully considered 
the representations that have been made to them 
by Mr. Lowell, on the part of the Government of 
the United States, concerning the arrest and im- 
prisonment of certain American citizens in Ireland, 
and the hope expressed by the President that the 
American citizens so detained may be brought to 
an early trial. The persons at present detained in 
prison in Ireland under the provisions of the Pro- 
tection of Person and Property act of i881 
have been, and are, all of them, either 
ordinarily resident in Ireland or persons who have 
visited Ireland under the present circumstances of 
that country, and to whom full knowledge of those 
circumstances and of the laws passed in the last 
session of Parliament to arm the Government there 
with extraordinary powers must be imputed, In 
the use of these extraordinary powers for the pur- 
pose of preventing incentives to outrage and 
crime and breaches of public order in Ireland, no 
general ,distinction can be made between those 
perenne for the time being in Ireland who may 

ave come there from the United States or any 
other foreign country in which they may have 
rights of citizenship, and others; nor have her 
Majesty’s Government generally any means of 
knowing whether such persons are native Irish- 
men who have not renounced their British nation- 
ality or Irish emigrants who may have obtained 
rights of citizenship in the United States or else- 
where. 

The statute of last session, under which those 
prisoners are detained, was passed (like all other 
acts for the suspension of the habens corpus, 
whether in England or in the United States,) under 
circumstances of exceptional political necessity, 
for the express purpose of superseding and ciapens. 
ing with trial; and the reference in the first clause 
of the act to the authority of the Lord Lieutenant 
of Ireland was not for the purpose of enabling him 
to direct a trial, (which could only take place upon 
a charge recularly made in the ordinary course of 
law,) but for the contrary purpose. The British 
legislature in passing that act declared the neces- 
sity of such a suspension of trial under certa n cir- 
cumstances, This necessity applies within those 
conditions alike to aliens and to British subjects in 
Ireland, and her Majesty’s Government are com- 
pelled to consider that the necessity which led to 
the passing of the act still subsists. 

it is impossible either for her Majesty's Govern- 
ment or for the Government of the United States 
to be ignorant thatthe present disorders in Ireland 
have been, and are still toa great extent, fomented 
by Irish emigrants in the United States and by 
subscriptions of money and publications hostile to 
British rule proceeding from that source, As you 
are aware, her Majesty’s Government found it ne- 
cessary last year to address a friendly representa- 
tion on this subject to the Government of the 
United Scates, and her Majesty’s Government can- 
not donbt that the President and his Ministers 
must be desirous of discouraging all such proceed- 
ings to the best of their power. Under such cir- 
cumstances, it is obvious that the efforts of 
her Majesty’s Government, and of the British 
Parliament, for the vindication of law 
and the restoration of order in Ireland 
would be liable to be frustrated if aliens 
in Ireland (whatsoever nationality they might 
claim) were in any respect treated as exempt from 
the operation of laws which Parliament has found 
it necessary to enact for that purpose or from the 
extraordinary powers conferred upon the execnu- 
tive Government of Ireland by those laws. The 
principle thatin such cases no distinction can be 
made in favor of aliens was maintained by the 
Government of the United States on the suspen- 
sion of the habeas corpus act In the Northern 
States during the civil war. On that occasion, 
complaints having been made of arbitrary and 
illegal arrests of certain British subjecrs, Mr. Sew- 
ard, in a note dated the 14th October, 1#f1, to 
Lord Lyons, then her Majesty’s Minister at Wash- 
ington, after vindicating the legality of the pro- 
ceedings complained of, expres ] 
follows: ‘“‘In every case, 
her Majesty resi g in the Urs 
and under their protection are 
during the present troublein the same manner, 
and with no greater or less rigorthan Americar 
citizens.”” Subsequently, in 1866, when the habeas 
corpus act was suspended in Ireland, a correspond- 
ence took place between the two Governments as 
tothe right of Irish-born naturalized citizens of 
America then sojourning in Ireland to American 
protection. That particular question has si , 
been disposed of by the Naturalization act, 1870, 
whereby British subjects becoming voluntarily 
naturalized in aforeien State forfeit their British 
nationality. But the following extract from a dis- 
patch dated the 10th March, 1866, addressed by Mr 
Seward to Mr. Adams, then Minister of the U : 
States in London, and published in the diplomat 
correspondence presented to Congress with the 
President’s ssace for that year, deserves par- 
ticular notice asthe views of her Majesty’s Goy- 
ernment in relation to the treatment of American 
citizens du present troubles in Ireland. In 
those instruc ns Mr. Seward used th 
language: 

it may be expected that some of our Irish-born nat- 
uralized citizens who are now sojourning or travel- 
ing inIreland will be arrested upon complaints In se- 
ditious proceedings. It may also be expected that 
some who will be thus accused will be innocent, while 
others will be guilty. The situation will for a time 
ne cessarily become inconvenient and embarrassing 
1 know of no way itn which you can meet it more prop 
eriy than by hursning the course t { 
dicated. Americans, whet tive born or natural 
ized, owe subn ion to the same laws in Great Hrit- 
ain as British s ; while residing there and en 
ing the protection of that Government. We apy; 
the converse of this principle to British subjects wh 
were sojourning or traveling In the United States dur- 
ing the late rebellion,

1866, Mr. Seward instructed Mr. Adams 
gest to Lord Clarendon the expediency of the ex 
ercise of clemency to the extent at least of releas 
ing all of the American citizens, native or natural- 
ized, who are in confinement, upon the condition 
of their returning to the United States.” As no 
difference of opinion would appear to exist with 
respect to the principles so clearly enunciated in 
the extracts above cited, her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment are in some doubt as to whether they 
correctly apprehended the grounds on which the 
Government of the United States found their pres- 
entrepresentitions in favor of those American 
citizens in Ireland who have brought themselves 
under the operation of the Protection of P 
son and Propgrty act, and it is unnecessary to pur- 
sue the subject further at present. 

Ionly desire to add that the imprisonment of 
suspects under the act is not a measure of punish- 
ment, but of prevention. The Irish Government 
have in many instances released prisoners upona 
reasonable belief that it could be done without 
risk to the public safety, and I need hardly say 
that her Majesty’s Government are not desirous of 
detaining unnecessarily in prison any persons from 
whom no danger tothe public peace is to he ap- 
prehended. They will therefore 
consider the circumstances of any citizen of the 
United States now detained who may be willing to 
engage forthwith to leave the United Kingdom.

ARMY AND NAVY NEWS. 
A NEW RETIREMENT BILL—ORDERS TO OF- 
FICERS AND LEAVES OF ABSENCE. 
WASHINGTON, May 3.—Mr. Henderson, from 
the House Committee on Military Affairs, made a 
favorable report to-day upon a bill adopted as 


a substitute for several bills relating to re- 


tirements in the Army. The bill provides that 
when an officer has served 35 years, either as an 
officer or soldier in the regular or volunteer service, 
he shall, if he makes application therefor tothe 
President, be retired from active service and ‘placed 
upon the retired list; that when any officer has 
served 40 years, either as an ofticer or soldier in 
the regular or volunteer service, or is 62 years of 
age, he shall be retired from active service and 
placed on the retired list; proviges, however, that 
the provisions of this bill shall not apply to the 
General, Lieutenant-General, and present Major- 
Generals of the Army. 

The bill to increase the efficiency of the Signal 
Corps, reported to the House to-day by Mr. Mc- 
Cook, from the Committee on Military Affairs, pro- 
vides that there shall be added to the Signal Corps 
1 Major, 10 Captains, and 10 First Lieutenants, who 
shall have the rank, pay, and allowances of mounted 
officers. The report which accompanies the bill 
declares that ‘no organization has done more with 
the same number of men and with the same ex- 
pense than a corps of intelligent and educated sig- 
nal officers. Not only has the work of this corps 
conferred large benefits upon the industries of the 
country, but it has given American meteorology a 
high standing in other countries. The committee 
believe that tnis service is indispensable to the 
publie, and that it should be continued and im- 
proved as further observation and experience may 
suggest.” 

The Superintendent of the Mounted Recruiting 
Service will cause 50 recruits to be prepared and 
forwarded to Wilcox Station, Arizona Territory, 
for assignment to the Sixth Cavalry. The leave of 
absence granted Second Lieut. Guay Howard, 
Twelfth Infantry, aide-de-camp, has been extend- 
ed two months, with permission to go beyond the 
sea. Capt. William C. Rawolle, Second Cavalry, 
will be relieved from duty at Jefferson Barracks, 
Missouri, and as member of the general court- 
martial appointed to meet at that post by special 
orders of Jan. 6, to take effect on the completion 
of any case which may be before it. He will then 
join his troop in the Department of Dakota. The 
extension of leave of absence on account 
of sickness [granted Capt. Benjamin H. Gil- 
breth, Ordnance Storekeeper, has been extend- 
ea until further orders on account of sick- 
ness, and leave of absence for six months 
granted Major John W. Williams, Surgeon. Major

MORE TALK ABOUT THE TARIFF. 

DEMOCRATS IMPROVING THE OPPORTUNITY 
TO MAKE STUMP SPEECHES. 

WASHINGTON, May 3.—The debate on the 
Tariff Commission bill was continued in the House 
to-day, Mr. Springer, of Itlinois, being the first 
speaker. He called attention to the fact that the 
present revenues exceeded the Goyernment’s ne- 
cessitles to the extent of $150,000,000 a year, and 
surmised that the advocates of the bill were desirous 
of increasing that immense revenue. The measure 


simply postponed for one year the whole subject 
of tariff revision, when there were facts enough 
before Congress to authorize the passage of a bill 
to reduce taxation, The Committee on Ways and 
Means should have drafted such a bill months ago, 
and he criticised the action of that committee 
in virtually confessing its inability to legislate 
upon a question of so much importance to the 
country, He argued that it would be impossible 
for Congress in a short session of three months to 
grasp the mass of facts that would be presented to 
it for its consideration and to draft and pass a bill 
based upon these facts. But if it were determined 
that acommission should be appointed he would 
offer an amendment directing the President to se- 
lect the members of the commission as follows: 
four members representing the agricultural inter- 
ests; one representing the builders of railroads; 
one representing manufacturers of iron, steel, cot- 
ton and woolen goods; one representing dealers in 
such goods; one representing other mechanical 
occupations, and one representing the manufac- 
turers of agricultural instruments, 

Mr. Burrows, of Michigan, criticised what he 
termed the vacillation of the Democratic Party on 
the subject of a Tariff Commission, quoting from 
speeches made by Democratic Senators in support 
of the Eaton bill and the declaration of Gen. Han- 
cock favoring the adoption of *“*somesuch measure 
as the Eaton bill’ in order to show the change of 
front made by that party within two years. He 
was glad that that party had now runupthe flag of 
free trade. Let it not strike its colors before the 
combat opened. The issue had heen made up and 
on it the Republican Party would go to the people 
and await their verdict with utmost confidence and 
composure. 

Mr. Blackburn, of Kentucky, in reply to Mr. Bur- 
rows, declared that there was one degradation po- 
litically to which that party had never submitted. 
It had never gone into a league with the fag end 
of a Commonwealth's politics without regard to its 
antecedents, gathering up the rebel and the Union 
elements, making a conglomeration like Hecate’s 
hell broth—*' tongue of dog and toe of frog’’—in 
order to obtain an ascendency in the Federal Con- 
gress, while blasting the escutcheon of a proud old 
Commonwealth on which has been written the 
clory of a nation’s story. It had never held power 
{n either house of Congress as the result of such a 
foul and unnatural amalgamation. [Applause on 
the Democratic side. | 

Mr. Cox, of New-York, emphasized the necessity 
of a present revision of the tariff and opposed the 
commission bill us being in the interest of delay.

Whereas, The laws of the United States require 
that whenever it may be necessary, in the judg- 
ment of the President, to use the military forces 
for the purpose of enforcing the faithful execution 
of the laws of the United States, he shall forthwith 
by proclamation command such insurgents to dis- 
perse and retire peaceably to their respective 
abodes within a limited time; 

Now, therefore, I, Chester A. Arthur, President 
of the United States, do hereby admonish all good 
citizens of the United States, and especially of the 
Territory of Arizona, against aiding, countenanc- 
ing, abetting, or taking part in any such unlawful 
proceedings; and I do hereby warn all persons en- 
gaged in or connected with said obstruction of the 
laws to disperse and retire peaceably to their re- 
spective avodes on or before noon of the 15th day 
of May.

THE SOLDIERS’ HOME. 
RESULT OF AN INVESTIGATION BY A SENATE 
COMMITTEE—REFORMS SUGGESTED. 
WASHINGTON, May 3.—A report was sub- 
mitted tothe Senate to-day by Mr. Sewell, in be- 
half of the Committee on Military Affairs, giving 
the results of an investigation into the affairs of the 
Soldiers’ Home. A statement of the financial 


affairs of the Home since 1851 shows that its 
total receipts have been $4,969,867 89. The 
committee state that there is a large amount 
due the Home by the Treasury, from the proceeds 
of the sale of the effects of deceased soldiers and 
from court-martial fines from 1861 to 1878, the ac- 
counts of which have not been audited in conse- 
quence of a lack of clerical force in the Second 
Auditor’s office. If this money were paid, it is 
claimed, it would be sufficient, together with the 
ordinary annual receipts. to defray the expense of 
supporting the Home. The committee are of the 
opinion that greater economy should be exercised 
in the management of the funds of the Home; 
that evidence of extravaganee is not wanting in 
connection with the construction of _ cer- 
tain buildings attached to the institution; and that 
the purchase of the bust of Gen. Barnes, 
one of the Commissioners, was unjustifiable. The 
committee also holds the opinion,that a military in- 
stitution such as this should be under military dis- 
cipline, and that the men should wear a common 
uniform. The committee found that there is prac- 
tically very little employment for the inmates of the 
Home, and still less to amuse them, and it is held 
that some nian to remedy this state of affairs could 
and should be devised. A public notice that the 
committee would hear any complaints that the in- 
mates might have to make elicited no complaints 
worthy of serious attention. In the course of the 
investigation the committee found that a want of 
harmony exists between the Board of Commission- 
ers and the Governor of the Home, Gen. Sturgis. 
This want of harmony, the committee holds, be- 
tween the officers managing the institution is to be 
deprecated, as it has given rise to reports discredit- 
able to the Home, The committee embody their 
recommendations in a bill, the passage of which 
they strongly advocate. The evidenee adduced is 
also submitted to the attention of the Senate.

THE LAKE SHORE ANNUAL ELEC- 
TION AND REPORT. 

THE VANDERBILT DIRECTORY AND ROAD 
OFFICERS RE-ELECTED—THE STATE- 
MENTS MADE IN THE ANNUAL REPORT. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, May 8.—At the annual 
meeting of the stockholders of the Lake Shore and 
Michigan Southern Railway to-day the Directors 
were all re-elected, as follows: William H. Vander- 
bilt, Cornelius Vanderbilt, Willlam K. Vanderbilt, 
Augustus Schell, Samuel F, Barger, John E. Bur- 
rill, and Darius O. Mills,of New-York; Amasa Stone 
and Henry B. Payne, of Cleveland; William L. 
Scott and Charles M, Reed, of Erie; Rasselas 
Brown, of Warren, Penn.; Albert Keep, of Chi- 
cago. There was no opposition. William H. Van- 
derbilt was not present. The Directors organized 
this afternoon by re-electing all of last year’s offi- 
cers of the board and of the road. 

The annual report, signed by William H. Van- 
derbilt as President, shows the gross earnings of 
the company for 1881 to have been $17,971,391 33, 
against $18,749,4601n 1880, ‘‘ The tonnageof freight 
moved in 1881,” says the report, “‘ was the largest 
in the history of the company, exceeding even that 
of the prosperous year 1880 by 934 percent. On the 


other hand, the excessively low rates that ruled 
through two-thirds of the year, caused by the 
struggle between the trunk lines, and in which this 
company, from the geographical location of its line, 
was necessarily involved, carried the average rate 
per ton per mile down to the lowest figure yet re- 
corded, .617 cent against .750 cent in 1880, a de- 
crease of 1734 percent. Asa necessary result the 
earnings from freight decreased $1,417,307, a little 
more than 10 percent. ‘the earnings from every 
other source show a gratifying increase over the 
results of 1880."". The passenger trains earned from 
passengers, mails, and express, $5,161,851 57, an in- 
crease of $619,450 24 over the year preceding. 
Through passengers were carried to the num- 
ber of 122,155, against 85,299 in 1880; of 
way passengers 8,559,851 were carried, against 
8,228,186 in 1880. The company’s operating ex- 
penses for the year amounted to $11,278,429, 
against $10,414,105. Referring to this increase in 
operating expenses, the report says the large in- 
crease of business during the year necessitated the 
running of additional trains (freight trains 223,111 
miles, passenger trains 361,319 miles in excess of the 
train mileage of 1880) and the moderate increase in 
operating expenses, $860,824, equal to but 84 per 
cent., is only what would naturally have been ex- 
pected, The cost of the additional trains referred 
to alone account for $608,700 of it. Further than 
this, 10,765 tons of steel rails were laid in 1881, an 
increase of 3,175 tons over 1880, and an increased 
outlay for the same of $115,956; 727,000 cross-ties 
were renewed, an increase of 193,580 over 1880, and 
an Increased outlay of $113,480; repairs to build- 
ings for 1881, $315,470, an increase of $218,617 over 
1880, The latter account includes new structures 
costing $50,863 44. There was no increase in the 
miles of road operated during the year. The 
construction account was increased $900,000 to 
provide for second tracks, side tracks, bridges, &c. 
The company controls and operates with its new 
side tracks, second tracks, &c., 1,946.66 miles of 
track, of which 1,288 miles are steel laid. The Lake 
Shore and Michigan Southern Railway proper coy- 
ers 864.87 miles. Large additions to equipment are 
reported. The company has a capital stock of 
$50,000,000, of which $533,500 is a guaranteed 10 per 
cent. security, and $49,466,500 common. Disputed 
dividends on guaranteed stock had to be paid un- 
der order of the courts in 1881, amounting, with 
interest and costs, to $127,195 60. The company 
itself holds $268,200 of its common stock. Tne 
total funded debt is placed at $36,915,000—a net in- 
crease of $1,250,000. The first mortgage debt was 
decreased to $22,250,000 by the contribution of 
$250,000 to the sinking fund. “To meet the large 
expenditures for construction and equipment,” tne 
second mortgage debt was increased $1,500,000 
by the sale of that amount of bonds. 
The net earnings for the year were $6,692,962 14, 
disposed of by the payment of $2,725,375 53 for fixed 
charges, &v.; $3,957,320 for dividends at 8 per cent., 
leaving $10,266 61 as surplus forthe year. In clos- 
ing his report Mr. Vanderbilt says: ‘* Besides 
the effect of the struggle between the trunk lines 
which has been spoken of, the result of the year 
was affected inno small degree by the somewhat 
remarkable peculiarities of the weather. The ex- 
tremes of cold and snow, and of heat, drought, 
and floods were unusual,and involyed consequences 
not the less material because not definitely ascer- 
tainable. It is confidently believed that in all these 
respects the coming year will be decidedly more 
favorable.”’ 
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NEW ROUTE TO THE SEA-BOARD. 
FROM THE NORTU-WEST TO CHARLESTON— 
A SHORT GAP ONLY TO BE FILLED. 

RALEIGH, N. C., May 3.—With the announce- 
ment that the railroad from Wolf Creek to Paint 
Rock, in Tennessee, has been completed, which 
makes the connection through the Blue Ridge and 
gives a North-western and Southern line, comes 
also the announcement that the Richmond and 
Danville Terminal Company has acquired the 
ownership of the Spartanburg and Asheville Rail- 
road, which has been running for two years from 
Spartanburg, S. C., to Hendersonville, in this State. 
It was the intention of the former owners to build 
the road to Asheville, N. C., but they got involved, 


and the road was sold by foreclosure, and was 
recently bought by the Terminal Company. The 
distance from Hendersonville to Asheville is 18 
miles, one-half of which is graded. Between these 
points the country is nearly level, and the cost of 
completing the road to Asheville will not exceed 
$10,000 per mile. The Terminal Company has just 
announced that work will commence at once, and 
that the road will be finished in a few months. 
Connections will then be made at Asheville with 
the Western North Carolina Railroad, which the 
Terminal Company recently completed to Paint 
Rock, on the Tennessee line, and with the lines of 
railway from Chicago, Cincinnati, and the North- 
west. 
his will open up.the shortest possible continuous 
line from the Mississippi Valley and the North-west 
to Charleston, 8.C. There is nowa continuous 
line of railway from Hendersonville to Charleston. 
People from the North-west coming South can go 
over this line instead of around by Chattanooga, 
and can diverge at Asheville for Middle North 
Carolina, at Spartanburg for Atlanta, and at Co- 
lumbia for Augusta. Heretofore there has been a 
gap of 10 miles of staging between Morristown and 
Paint Rock, in order to get from the railroad to 
Warm Spring, in Madison County, which is a noted 
Summer resort. Visitors coming through Tennes- 
now come all the way by rail. Hen- 
derson, Buncome, Transylvania, and  Hay- 
wood Counties all are rapidly becoming 
popular for Summer travel. Ten thousand per- 
sons traveled through the counties last year, and 
there will be double this number during the ap- 
proaching Summer. When the road from Hender- 
sonville to Asheville is finished there will be four 
roads running into Asheville, and all owned and 
controlied by the Terminal Company. The comple- 
tion of the 18 miles between Hendersonville and 
Asheville enables travelers to avoid the extra 700 
miles around by Chattanooga, and opens a north- 
western and southern line through this State. The 
Terminal Company bought the Spartanburg and 
Asheville Road for a small sum, and when com- 
pleted to Asheville that company will only be out 
about $5,000 a mile on a road 80 miles long.

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GENERAL RAILWAY NOTES. 

CxiIcaGo, May 3,—The annual report of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul Railroad for 1881, 
just published, shows the gross earnings, $17,- 
025,461; expenses, $10,317,931; net earnings, $6,707,- 
530; increase in gross earnings, $3,939,343; 
in net earnings, $1,363,837. During the 


year 442 miles of road were added, 
making a total of 4,217 miles. Only 60° miles 
of the extension from Marion, Iowa, to Council 
Bluffs remain to be laid. The company’s property 
is represented by a total of stocks and bonds 
amounting to $114,974,489, which is at the rate of 
$27,264 per mile. 

MoNTPELIER, Vt., May 3.—The court decid- 
ed this morning that the Chancellor’s decision in 
the Langdon railroad case was purely pro forma, 
and that Judge Roche was not disqualified to sit 
as Chief-Justice in this hearing by reason of it. 
Judge Roche said he sat in accordance with the 
decision of his associates, but reserved the 
right to withdraw or absent himself any time when 
he deemed it proper, even at the final deliberation. 
The Hon. B. F. Fifield, counsel for the orator, 
Langdon, and the Central Vermont Railroad, then 
began an argument, which occupied most of the 
day. 
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THE NEWARK ACQUEDUCT BOOKS. 
Soon after the discovery of the frauds of 
City Auditor Palmer of Newark, the Newark Ac- 
queduct Board appointed Francis H. Dawes, an 
expert accountant, to examine the books of the 
board for several years back up to the present 


year. Ata meeting of the board last evening Mr. 
Dawes reported that he had found some slight dis- 
crepancies in the consumers ledger amounting to 
$111 28, but against these should be charged a debt 
balance of error discovered amounting to $103 16, 
leaving a net difference in favor of the board of $8 22, 
In four years the amount was so small that the 
expert did not feel justified in tracing it out, as a 
mistake could easily be made in this account: 
There were a number of small items and many re- 
ductions and credits to be allowed. He found that 
the bank account of the board had been carefully 
and accurately kept; that the trial balance of 1881 
was correct, and that the books were accurately 
and carefully kept.

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THE REFORMED CHURCH. 
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A CLERGYMAN URGING THE ABOLITION OF 
THE PARTICULAR SYNOD, 


The Particular Synod of New-York of the 
Retormed Church held their second and final 
meetings in the church of that denomination in 
Jamaica, Long Island, yesterday, The morning 
session was prefaced by devotional exercises, 
which were led by the Rev. J, A. Lansing, 
of Brooklyn. Subsequently a Jong discussion 
was held upon the question of ordering printed 
the sermon delivered on Tuesday evening by the 
retiring President, the Rey. Davia Cole, D. D. The 
publication was opposed on the ground that it 


would create a precedent which would cause un- 
pioceams feeling if not followed universally. It was 
nally referred tothe Board of Publication, with 
instructions to publish it if the funds were suffi- 
cient. A telegram was read from the Rev. William 
W. Clark, Pastor of the Brighton Heights Reformed 
Church in Tompkinsville, Staten Island, inviting 
the next Particular Synod to meet in that church. 
The invitation was unanimously accepted. The 
following committees in classical minutes report- 
ed that they found the minutes correct: Classis 
of the Hudson, the Rev. Y. M. Hulbert and Elder 
C. D. Westbrook: Kingston, the Rev William Smith 
and Elder Baltus Van Slyke; North Long Island, 
the Rev. A. P. Stockwell, and Elder Lozelere; South 
Long Island, the Rev. George A. Ries and Elder 
James Van Nostrand; New-York, the Rev. J. A. 
Lansing and Elder J. J. Palsey; Orange, the Rey. 
Pp. T. Deyo and Elder F. W. Devoe; Poughkeepsie, 
the Rev. J. B. Wilson and Elder W. P. Woodruff; 
Westchester, the Rev. James Wyckoff and Elder 
William Crowell. These reports were received and 
accepted and afterward referred back to the com- 
mittees, as the minutes of some of the Classes did 
not contain answers to two clauses of the consti- 
tution, which require that the Clerk of a Classis 
shall report to the Particular Synod whether the 
minister of that Classis has preached the Heidel- 
berg Catechism, and whether it has been taught to 
the children of the church. The amended reports 
were accepted. The Committee on Classical Re- 
ports, composed of the Revs. James Demarest, 
Chairman; C. S. Hageman, and J. F. Harris, and 
Elders George Higbee, William Crowell, and J. R. 
Lent, reported that all the Classes had gained in the 
number of the church members with the exception 
of Orange, which reports 868 less than last year, 
and which will be reduced to 180 if the figures of 
three churches which made no report this year, but 
which reported last year, should t inserted. 

A most encouraging report was received from 
Arcot, India, which has enjoyed a degree of pros- 
perity unequaled since 1878, in the steady progress 
made by the natives in intelligenee, purity, and in- 
dependence. New-York comes next in prosperity. 
The total amount of the religious and Lenevolent 
contributions reported are not up to the figures of 
last year, which included the special contri- 
butions in behalf of foreign missions. The 
Committee on the Questorate, composed of the 
Revs. W. S. Brown, Chairman, VY. M. Hulbert and 
J. B. Wilson, and Elders Baltus Van Slyke, George 
Higbee, and B. Lozelere, reported that the books of 
the Questor were correct, and showed a balance of 
$53 33 in the treasury. Something of a sensation 
was created by a resolution offered by the Rev. J. 
A. Davis, of Locust Valley, that a committee should 
be appointed to report to the next Particular 
Synod a memorial forthe General Synod, request- 
ing that the Particular Synod should be abolished. 
He urged as a reason for this action that the Par- 
ticular Synod never had enough business to occupy 
them even for the two days they met together, 
and that their work might be done in the 
General Synod. The subject was argued at 
length and quite warmly. most of the clergymen 
present participating. Many of the older ministers 
were very strongly against the idea of sending any 
such memorial to the General Synod, and said that 
it had been tried before, with no effect. A com- 
promise was finally effected by Mr. Davis agreeing 
to withdraw his motion, providing the further 
meetings of Particular Synod should be made more 
instructive and interesting by the passage of a 
resolution directing the Committee on Nomina- 
tions to name three ministers who should read 
essays at the next Particular Synods on subjects 
given by the Synod. This resolution was adopted, 
and the Reys. L. W. Lott, Roderick Terry, and J. 
A. Davis were nominated to prepare essays to be 
read at the next Particular Synod on the respec- 
tive subjects of ‘‘How to Promote Spiritual Life in 
the Churches,” “The Relation of the Church to the 
Labor Question,” and “* How to Bring the Children 
of the Church into Full Communion with the 
Chureh.”’ A resolution of thanks to the minister 
and congregation of the Reformed Church in 
Jamaica was adopted by the Synod. In the after- 
noon acommunion service was held, after which 
the Synod was dismissed with the benediction.

MR. WILSON WINS HIS SUIT. 
Justice J. O, Dykman yesterday rendered 
his decision in the matter of the application fora 
mandamus to compel the County Clerk of West- 


chester County to administer the oath of office to 
Mr. Thomas Wilson, who claims to have been 
elected a Justice of the Peace tor the town of 
West Chester at the late election. The papers in 
the ease state that Mr. James Jarvis, the holder of 
the office, resigned in October last, and that Mr.

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THE HEMPSTEAD BAY DRAW-BRIDGE. 

A delegation of citizens from Far Rockaway 
waited upon the members of the Queens County

City yesterday, and requested the board to take 
some action regarding the draw-bridge on the line 
of the Long Island Railroad across Hempstead Bay, 
at a place called Wreck Lead. Capt. Johnson, an 
old bayman, told the Supervisors that the railroad 
company forbids the bridge-tender opening the 
bridge for 20 minutes previous to the passage of 
any trains.

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MORTGAGING A CHURCH. 


——_————. 
MONEY TO BE USED IN ALTERING THB 
PARSONAGE INTO FRENCH FLATS. 


The proposition to mortgage their church 
for the purpose of raising money to alter theiz 
Parsonage into “French flats’ has been under 
discussion among the members of the Society of 
the Asbury Methodist Episcopal Church for sev- 
eral weeks past. The church in question is at the 
corner of University-place and Washington-place, 
and the society numbers about 300 members. The 
Rey. W. H. Ferris is the Pastor. Some time ago 
the Board of Trustees reported that the church 


was running behind in its current expenses, and 
suggested that, in order to increase the yearly 
revenue, the parsonage at No. 113 Waverley-place 
be altered into an apartment-house. The matter 
was talked over at a meeting of the society, and 
the Trustees were authorized to cause the pro- 
posed improvement to be made, and to put an 
additional mortgage on the church property for 
$18,000. A spirit of opposition to this movement has 
been growing within the society during the past 
few cays, and after the usual prayer-meeting last 
evening the subject was discussed at considerable 
length. The Rev. Mr. Ferris vresided at the meet- 
ing, and Mr. John M. Clawson, Chairman of the 
Trustees, presented a resolution authorizing the 
board to add $3,000 to the mortgage of $18,000. He 
explained that the amount first provided was not 
sufficient todo the proposed work. A resolution 
was offered by Mr. A. A. Belmont rescinding the 
previous action of the society authorizing the 
mortgaging of the property for $18,000, and direct- 
ing the Trustees to desist from doing anything fur- 
therin the way of altering the parsonage. The 
resolution declared that it was not expedient to 
involve the funds of thechurch in such enterprises, 

The improvement project was stoutly advo- 
cated by Mr. Clawson, who is one of the oldest and 
wost solid members of the society. He said that 
for six years the chureh had been running behind 
at the rate of about $1,000 per year. If something 
was not done to increase the revenues it would be 
necessary to raise about $1,400 by subscription this 
year. The speaker figured thatif the parsonage 
was altered as proposed a nice residence for the 
Pastor would be provided and $2,400 would be de- 
rived in rents besides. Mr. Clawson urged that the 
money needed could be borrowed at 5 per cent., 
and the improved property would yield at least 1¢ 
percent. H.R. Roden called attention to the fact 
that there was already a mortgage of $12,000 on 
the church property, and the proposed increase 
would bring the incumbrance up to $33,000. He dep- 
recated mortgaging achurch. Mr. Clawson said it 
was true that there was already a mortgage of 

12,000, but the value of the church had increased. 

he society paid $80,000 for the property six years 
ago, and an offer of $125,000 was recently made 
forit. James A. Seaman said that the church had 
no more business to build and run a “ flat’ than it 
had to run a boarding-house ora hotel. Mr. Bel- 
mont said there should be no mortgage and ne 
debt, and maintained that any road that would 
lead the church directly out of debt was the safe 
road. Aftera protracted discussion, in which the 
Rev. Dr. Terry, Presiding Elder of the district, 
spoke in opposition to the improvement, the meet- 
ing voted to rescind the action of the former 
meeting, the count standing 26 in faver of rescind: 
ing and 23 against. Subsequeutly the meeting, by 
a vote of 26 to 23, decided to authorize the Trustees 
to put a mortgage of $21,000 on the church prop- 
erty for the purpose of making the proposed altere 


ations. 
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MECHANICS’ BANK OF NEWARK. 


GOOD NEWS FOR DEPOSITORS AND SsTOCK- 
HOLDERS—THE BANK TO BE REVIVED. 
The arrangements for the payment of the 


depositors of the Mechanics’ National Bank of 


Newark and for the resuscitation of the bank have 
been completed at last. A meeting of the Directors 
of the broken bank was held yesterday. After its 
adjournment the following statement was supplied 
to the press: 

“At @ meeting of the committee, held in the bank 
building to-day, it was aecided to pay the stockhold- 
ers and depositors according tothe Dercasere’ propo- 
sition, on the 16th May inst., at the bank. The Re- 
ceiver has prepared and sent off to the Controller to- 
day checks for another dividend of 10 per cent., which 
will also be paid to creditors on the 16th, making 55 
per cent. in all paid by the Receiver, without regard 
to what tne Directors will pay. In addition to thig 
any money realized from the Nugent suit will be paid 
tothe creditors above the amount paid them by the 
Receiver and the Directors. It is understood that 10 
} md cent. will be realized from the Nugent property. 
Should that amount be awarded to the Receiver of 
the bank, the creditors, to whom the Directors guaran. 
tee 75 per cent., will receive about 85 per cent. of their 
claims. Payment will be made on receipt of creditors 
and on transfer by stockholders, blanks for which 
will be provided at the bank and sent to those whd 
cannot call. If sentto the Receiver he will see that 
the proper remittance underthe agreement is made 
therefor.” 

The agreement which is thus to be carried out 
provides that depositors with claims amounting to 
less than $200 shall be paid in full; all other de- 
positors, except corporations, shall be paid 75 per 
cent.; whatever may be derived from the Nugent 
estate shall be divided pro rata among the de- 
positors, and the city of Newark and the County 
of Essex shall receive 60 per cent. besides the 
Nugent dividend. The stockholders will receive 
back the money they have paid in ander the 100 
per cent. assessment. It is supposed that the 
Nugent estate will pay a 10 per cent. dividend. 
The amount needed to make these payments was 
made up by the personal subscription of the 
Directors. These subscriptions reached a total of 
$750,000. Of this amount Joseph A. Halsey, Presi- 
dent of the bank, and Director Stephen H. Condict 
subscribed $250,000 each, and the Hon. George A. 
Halsey was a liberal subscriber. Steps will be 
taken at once to revive the bank. 


A NEW-JERSEY TOWN ABLAZE. 


THE FIRE ENGINE-HOUSE, WITH THE APPARA* 
TUS, FIRST DESTROYED. 

The town of Harrison, or East Newark, a 
suburb of Newark, on the opposite side of the Pas- 
saic River, was visited by a disastrous fire between 
land2 o’clock yesterday morning. There is but 


one fire engine in the town, and that wasin the 
engine-house adjoining the Town Hall. The flames 
started at the door of the engine-house. and by the 
time they were discovered had gained such head- 
way that it was impossible forthe firemen to get 
the apparatus out. The Newark Fire Department 
was called upon for assistance, but before the en- 
gines from that city had arrived the engine-house 
was all ablaze and the Town Hall was in flames. 
It was impossible to save either of the buildings, 
and both were destroyed. The bell-tower, in the 
rear of the engine-house, was burned. A frame 
building belonging to the town and occupied by 
Hugh Connolly, Philip Fagan, and James Moore, 
and a thwee-story frame house on Third- 
street, owned by Eli Hobson and occupied 
by @ man named Duffy, were much dam- 
aged. The efforts of the Newark firemen 
prevented the further spread of the flames. Tho 
fire was first discovered by Thomas Lane, the fore- 
man. He mounted at onceto the belfry and rang 
out the alarm until the flames drove him from his 
position. Then seeing that the Town Hall was in 
danger, he ran into that building and removed the 
town records to a place of safety. The Town Hall 
had before it was secured for official uses, been a 
church. It was a two-story building of frame, with 
a brick basement. ‘The fire engine had been pur- 
chased by the town recently, after the town had 
been twice threatened with destruction for want 
of such an apparatus. With it were burned a 
hose carriage, a pumper, and a hook and ladder 
truck. The estimated losses are: On the engine 
house, $2,500; on the fire apparatus, $9.500; on the 
beli-tower, $1,500; on the Town Hall, $6,000; on the 
adjoining dwelling-house, belonging to the town, 
$2,800, and some smaller losses aggregating 31,000. 
The insurances amount to $15,000. It is believed 
the fire was the work of incendiaries.

EX-JUDGE SPEIRS SEAT

SUMMING UP FOR THE DEFENSE IN 
THE O’GORMAN-ARNOUX SUIT. 
AN ARGUMENTATIVE SPEECH BY EX-RECORD- 
ER SMITH—THE FACTS IN THE CASE 
PLAINLY PUT BEFORE THE JURY. 


The proceedings in the case of the people, on 
the relation of Richard O’Gorman, against Judge 
William H, Arnoux, of the Superior Court, were 
continued before Judge Lawrence and a jury, in 
5upreme Court, Circuit, yesterday. The testimony 
In the case, on the part of both plaintiff and de- 
fendant, had been closed on Tuesday, and when 
the court opened yesterday Gen. Stewart L. Wood- 
ford, of counsel for Judge Arnoux, moved to dis- 
miss the case on the ground that no evidence had 
been submitted tending to impeach the title of 
Judge Arnoux to the seat which he now holds, 
This motion was denied by Judge Lawrence, and 
Gen. Woodford then offered to submit the case to 
the jury without argument. Mr. Beach objected 
to this summary disposition of the case. The de- 
rense, he said, had presented the last witnesses 
before the jury, and he did not propose to have 
the last impression goto the jury from the defense. 
Judge Lawrence decided that the jury had a 
right to whatever guidance the arguments of 
the counsel might be able to supply them, and 
ex-Recorder Smith began the argument for Judge 
Arnoux. The ex-Recorder occupied the entire 
day in delivering his address. He covered every 
point upon which the witnesses for the prosecu- 
tion and the defense had touched, and his argu- 
ment was a masterly plea for the title of Judge 
Arnoux. In submitting to the jury his views on 
the evidence which had been given during the 
trial, ex-Recorder Smith said that in the opening 
of the cause the attention of the jury was called to 
various matters which have an influence in the 
case, but the real question was the age of Judge 
Speir. The question which overshadows all others 
Is, was Judge Speir born in 1812. The plaintiffs 


bave made a great effort to prove the resignation 
of Judge Speir. This resignation was not made in 
season, Attention to it should have been called 
before, in order that the Secretary of State 
might make the proper call for an elec- 
tion. The answer of Judge Speir was that 
his attention to the law was not calied 
until he received a letter from the Secretary of 
State telling him that his letter of resignation did 
not give suflicient time for the calling of an elec- 
tion. This wasa mistake of Judge Speir's, which 
should have been left out of the case entirelv. All 
men are liable to make mistakes, and the record of 
Judge Speir before the jury should be taken into 
consideration in judging of his mistake in tender- 
ing his resignation. The law provided for an ap- 
pointment of Judges in certain contingencies, and 
if Judge Arnoux had been appointed in compliance 
with law the jury bad norigbt to allow their pre- 
judices in favor of an elective judiciary to influ- 
ence their judgment. 

Ex-Recorder Smith, continuing. said that out of 
148,000 votes cast in the last election, Mr. O’Gor- 
mau received but about 55,000 votes, These votes 
were all Democratic, and he had no opponent in 
the Republican Party. Itisa principle of the sys- 
tem of government under which we live that eleo- 
tions shall be public, and that the citizens shall 
know who are the candidates. So thoroughly fixed 
is this principle in the hearts of the American peo- 
os that we have a special law in this State provid- 
ng that the Secretary of State shall give three 
months notice of an election, giving to the public 
the names of the persons to be voted for and the 
offices to be filled. Mr. O'Gorman, without any 
puch notice, came before the people four days be- 
fore the election. He had no opponents. He re- 
ceived 55,000 votes,and nobody received a vote 
against him. Is that due notice to the people? 
This is one of the questions which the jury has to 
determine. Counsel next related the facts in re- 
gard to Judge Arnoux's appointment, and said the 
Governor was convinced that it was his duty to fill 
the vacancy created by Judge Speir’s resignation. 

The family record in the Bible of the Speir fam- 
jly was next taken up by ex-Recorder Smith. Ac- 
cording to this record, he said, it was claimed that 
Judge Speir was born in 1809 or 1810. That record, 
he said, is one of the strongest pieces of evi- 
dence of the truth of the theory of the defense 
which could have been introduced. A family rec- 
ord, in which the entries are made by the parents, 
is evidence of what that record contains. Itis as 
sacred as the other parts of the Bible are to the 
Christians. Had this record been such a 
record it would have been extremely difficult 
to have shown that it should not be 
received as evidence. But, as it stands, what 
kind of arecord is this of the Speir family? Neither 
the father, the mother, nor any blood relative of 
the Speir family made the record or directed it to 
be made. It is found to be full of alterations, and 
in the case of the birth of Gilbert M. Speir it is 
found that the date has been changed twice. Ex- 
pert Ames says that the date which now appears 
as 1810 was originally 1809. It makes no difference 
what the original entry was. The fact that a 
change has been made at all shows that this 
Bible is not a sacred record upon which any 
jury can rely as a basis upon which to found 
a verdict. Mrs. Bradford Speir, who pro- 
duced the record at the demand of the 
prosecution, testified that the record was 
now in the same condition as it was 44 years ago, 
and that she had always known that it was incor- 
rect. Could a record be more thoroughly invali- 
dated than this one has been py the witnesses 
called by the prosecution? The counsel reviewed 
at great length the testimony given by the wit- 
nesses that the record in the Bible was incorrect, 
and that it made all the children older than they 
were, and concluded that such a record as this, im- 
peached by the very persons who produced it, 
could not have any weight as evidence against 
the testimony of Judge Speir as to the state- 
ment of his mother that he was born in 1812. 
The word of Judge Speir’s parents, which is un- 
contradicted, is far more trustworthy than the 
record Of a family Bible, which was not written by 
the parents, which disagrees with the statement of 
the parents, and which has confessedly been 
changed since it was originally made. In order to 
‘ole color to this record, a quantity of evidence 
1as been submitted in the form of deciarations 
of witnesses as to events which occurred 50 years 
ago. These kind of declarations should have no 
more force than the idle winds. A word or a 
phrase, wrongly rendered, might change the entire 
meaning of the language originally used in the 
declaration testified to. In the testimony of 
Alexander S. Beach, the witness attempts to tell 
the exact words spoken to him by Judge Speir in 
1820. Hesays: ** The Judge told me then that he 
was 10 orlil yearsof age.’ ‘“* Think of this,” said 
the counsel, “ a man who admits that he is 72 years 
old stepping upon that stand and deliberately tell- 
ing you that he can repeat the exact words of Gil- 
bert M. Speir in 1820.” Memary don’t brighten 
with age. As time elapsesit fails. The vanguard 
of the resurrection brought as witnesses by the 
prosecution cannot overthrow the honest proof 
offered by an honest man like Judge Speir, who 
knows his age from his own mother, and whose 
long life of integrity precludes the possibility of 
his giving anything but the truth in his testimony. 

The record in the family Bible, continued ex- 
Recorder Smith, was made up by Jennings. He 
was not a blood relative of the family, but came 
into it 44 years ago, and the fact that alterations 
were made shows that the record was based on 
guess-work when it was first made. Mr. Smith re- 
ferred to the testimony of Mr. Wilson, who has 
died since he gave his evidence. In his evidence 
be made his age, by different answers, from 66 to 
120 years. “Is it possible,” said Mr. Smith, ‘*that 
# man who makes himself all the way from 66 to 
120 years of age is a competent. wit- 
ness in a _case of this kind? He was an 
old man. He meant to_ tell the truth, but 
he “got confused in the  cross-examination 
and stumbied into statements which proved that 
his memory was not to be relied on. . The theory 
ot the defense is that the old gentlemen who have 
been produced to testify to their recollections of 
Judge Spier’s age were not able to remember the 
conversations to which they have testified. Mr. 
Wilson shows by his evidence that men of his age 
are not competent totestify to the age of their 
comrades. He shows that he does not know his 
own age. andif he cannot tell that he certainly 
cannot tell the age of Judge Speir.”” The only evi- 
dence in regard to the age of Judge Speir which 
the jury can accept and aet upon is that of the 
Judge himself, which is based on the statement 
made to him by his mother and that of Mrs. Wager, 
the youngest sister of the Judge, who testified that 
her mother told her that her brother Gilbert was 
born in 1812, the year when the war broke out with 
England. 

At the conclusion of ex-Recorder Smith’s speech 
the court adjourned until this morning. Mr. Beach, 
who is to close for the prosecution, announced 
that he would oceupy less time than Mr, Smith had 
done, and the probability is that the case will go to 
the jury to-day.

Nos. 346 and 848 Broadway, owned and occupied 


by the New-York Life Insurance Company. The 
basement and sub-cellar are to be altered for use 
by e safe deposit and storage company. Ali the 
wood is to be removed from the walls and floors. 
The spandrils are to be filled in with concrete and 
the floors to be tiled, and safe deposit vaults are 
to be constructed in the sub-cellar. The estimated 
cost of the alterations is $125,000. Mr. Henry 
Hilton, owner of the building No. 726 Broadway, 
proposes to alter the structure by adding an ex- 
tension of 26 feet wide 70 feet Geap end four stories 


high at a cost of $24,000. After being so altered 
the building will be used as a hotel.

SEWARD in 1868 as_ expressing ‘‘ the 
views of her Majesty’s Government 
in relation to the treatment of American 
citizens during the present troubles in Ire- 
land.’”’? This, of course, adds nothing to the 
soundness of the position held by that Gov- 
ernment, that the law of the land applies 
equally to aliens and natives, but it gives 
point to the delhcate sarcasm of the next 
paragraph, in which Lord GRANVILLE re- 
marks that ‘‘ her Majesty’s Government are 
in some doubt as to whether they have cor- 
rectly apprehended the grounds on which 
the Government of the United States found 
their present representations in favor of 
American citizens in Ireland.’”? Mr. Buarne, 
who not long ago requested Mr. HorrMan 
to inform the Russian Government that the 
municipal law of Russia was superseded by 
the provisions of an American treaty, would 
do well in his moments of leisure to study 
the diplomatic style of her Majesty’s Minis- 
ter of Foreign Affairs. 


The present Legislature is in a fair way to 
earn for itself a most unsavory reputation, 
and the Speaker’s readiness to send to the 
“Grinding Committee’ any bills which a 
bare majority of the Assembly may order to 
be so disposed of is calculated to aid in 
bringing about such a result. The 
usual practice of making a single dis- 
senting vote fatal to the transfer of 
bills from Committee of the Whole is the 
only sound and safe one. Certain Kings 
County bills referred to in our special dis- 
patches are palpable jobs, and yet it is with 
the utmost difficulty that their progress 
through the House is arrested. The bill 
requiring various counties of the State to 
reimburse drafted men who furnished sub- 
stitutes during the early days of the war is 
another manifest swindle which ought not 
to have a moment’s consideration, but 
which is, nevertheless, pressed upon mem- 
bers with an evident faith in its ultimate 
success. Among the hundred-odd bills 
on the Clerk’s desk awaiting final pas- 
sage there are probably others  be- 
sides the Baker Street Railroad bill which 
conceal ancient and notorious schemes of 
plunder. The Forty-second-street railroad 
job seems to have reappeared in the Baker 
bill, which has reached the point of being 
passed to its third reading without its true 
character being suspected by, any but the 
men who have been paid to support it. 
A black list of members who are doing the 
work of the lobby is urgently needed to close 
the political career of a gang of the most 
unscrupulous bandiiti who have ever made 
their appearance at Albany. 


HARMONY IN PENNSYLVANIA. 

The object of the independent movement 
in Pennsylvania has been the overthrow of 
the ‘‘ boss’’ system of the Republican Party 
in that State, which is under the command 
of Senator CAMERON. What was last year 
an independent movement pure and simple, 
headed by Cuartes 8. WOLFE as a self- 
nominated candidate for State Treasurer, 
has grown into an _ independent Re- 
publican movement, drawing to its sup- 
port some of the strong men of the 
party and enlisting in its service Senator 
MircHELL as a nominal leader. This has 
given it a more serious and formidable char- 
acter in the view of the Cameron men than 
it could ever have so long as it kept outside 
the party. They have, therefore, proceeded 
to deal with it in a serious manner. Their 
object is ‘‘harmony,”’ and to secure it they 
are ready to make almost any concession 
which does not threaten the overthrow of 
their power. Concession is with them as 
useful a weapon as dictation, and they are 
likely to employ the one best calculated to 
effect their purposes. When the lion’s 
methods fail they betake themselves to those 
of the fox. 

The plea for harmony will have a per- 
suasive sound in Pennsylvania this year. 
There is more at stake than twelve months 
ago. A Governor, Lieutenant-Governor, and 
other State officers are to be elect- 
ed for a term of four years, and 
one-half the State Senate is to be 
chosen which will take part in the selection 
of CAMERON’s own successor. Naturally 
enough, Republicans will be reluctant to 
pursue a course calculated to throw the 
State into the hands of the Democrats at such 
atime. They will hesitate to help to elect 
a Democratic Governor to hold office over 
the period of the next Presidential canvass 
and to prepare the way for a Democratic 
Senator in 1885. CAMERON wants a Govern- 
or during this important period who will be in 
political sympathy with himself, and he 
wants to be his own successor. Now, an 
independent Republican movement which 
shall hold sternly to the purpose of over- 
throwing the Cameron ‘‘machine’’ and 
breaking the power of the ‘‘boss’’ must 
almost certainly divide the party and pave 
the way to Democratic success,-with what 
ever ulterior consequences in State and 
Nation may follow. The object can be 
effected in no other way, unless CAMERON 
consents to surrender his power and abandon 
the machine. Any one who expects him to do 
that is too simple for practical politics. 
The regular convention is to be held next 
Wednesday, and that called by the Inde- 
pendents will come two weeks later. If the 
antagonism continued and two tickets were 
placed in the field, with the forces divided 
as they have been in the preliminary con- 
test, it might mean the overthrow of the 
‘‘machine” and the ‘‘boss,’’ but it would 
come through a Republican defeat. 

Hence the Cameron men have made be- 
guiling offers for harmony.. They have in- 
vited conference, and conference has been 
held in the City of Brotherly Love. The 
conferring committees have agreed to a 


beautiful statement of principles. The Civil 
Service Reform Association could hardly 
improve upon the platform presented, which 
is understcod to be quite acceptable to the 
Cameron committee, and the plan for con- 
stituting ‘‘future’’ conventions is just what 
the Independents have been contend- 
ing for. But then, this year’s con- 
vention is all ‘‘fixed.”” Gen. Brav- 
ER was nominated by CAMERON weeks 
and weeks ago, delegates to the con- 
vention have been selected in the old way 
for the purpose of ratifying the choice and 
they will undoubtedly do it. The Governor 
and the Senators yet to be nominated are all 
that CAmmpRON cares particularly about just 
now. He will doubtless concede all the rest 
of the ticket if necessary, and as to declara- 
tions of principles he would probably not 
object to the decalogue and the Sermon on 
the Mount, together with all the virtuous 
protestations the Independent committee can 
devise. He is working for immediate re- 
sults. Give him the Governor for four 
years and let him work untrammeled for his 
own re-election and what does he care for 
the rest? Much may happen in four years, 
and at all events time is a main element in 
his calculations, 


The Independents consented to the con- 
ference, expressed a desire for harmony, 
and promised ratification of next Wednes- 
day’s work on certain conditions. Thereby 
they recognized the legitimacy of the ma- 
chine, with qualifications, and they made 
no objection to BuavEeR, whose choice is of 
the very essence of the “ boss’’ method of 
selection. Probably their conditions, if the 
withdrawal of BEAVER be not one, will be 
complied with; and in spite of all the beau- 
tiful sentiments about the public service 
and the promises for the ‘‘ hereafter’ 
contained in the conference agreement, 
CAMERON will continue his hold on Fed- 
eral appointments and his power over the 
Pennsylvania machine. There will be ‘‘ har- 
mony,”’ so far as organization is concerned 
—perhaps; there may even be a sufficient 
degree of unity in the rank and file to carry 
the next election, but the ‘‘machine’’ will 
not be overthrown and the power of the 
**boss’’ will not be broken. What, then, 
will the independent movement of two years’ 
growth have accomplished ? 


THE NEW IRISH POLICY. 

In Mr. Forster’s resignation of the Chief 
Secretaryship for Ireland we have the first 
definite and positive assurance that the Eng- 
lish Ministry have determined upon a radi- 
cal change of policy in the treatment of 
Irish questions. Mr. GvLApsToneE,« in 
the House of Commons Tuesday even- 
ing, briefly outlined the new pol- 
icy. The Government will not ask 
fora renewal of the Coercion act, which 
expires on Sept. 30. It has already ordered 
the release of the three members of Parlia- 
ment who are imprisoned under the act, 
and it promises to release all the sus- 
pects save those arrested for being 
personally concerned in outrages. Mr. 
ForsteER disapproved of these meas- 
ures, and resigned because he was un- 
willing to share the responsibility of experi- 
menting with leniency upon a people who, 
in his opinion, we suppose, should be treated 
with unrelenting rigor until they show a 
becoming respect for British law. Ac- 
cording to Earl GRANVILLE’s - state- 
ment in the House of Lords, Earl 
CowPeER’s resignation of the Lord 
Lieutenancy of Ireland was not the result 
of a disagreement with the Government in 
regard to its policy. This may be entirely 
true, but there can be no question that the 
abandonment of force in favor of some 
more rational method of governing Ireland 
necessarily involved the retirement of Earl 
Cowrer, and in Earl Spencer the Gov- 
ernment will have an Irish Executive 
whose previous experience in the place and 
present disposition to admit that there are 
two sides to the Irish question qualify him 
to administer with intelligence and sympa- 
thy the laws by which the Ministry hope to 
effect the pacification of Ireland. 


The step which Mr. GLADSTONE is about to 
take, though late, is a boldone. It recalls his 
treatment of the Boers of the Transvaal. In 
an unjust war handed down to him by the 
Beaconsfield Ministry the forces of England 
had suffered three severe defeats, but Mr. 
GLapstone had the courage to call a truce 
and parley with the enemy when every 
*‘jingo”’ in England and some who 
are not ‘‘jingoes’’ were clamoring for 
the butchery of the Boers by way of vin- 
dicating British honor. The recognition of 
the independence of the Boer Republic, and 
the resolve now taken to deal with Ireland 
on a basis of justice and right are acts 
which will give the administration of 
Mr. Guapsrone a shining place upon 
the page of history. Potent con- 
siderations of the protection of life and 
property, the demonstration of the 
right and power of the imperial Govern- 
ment to rule Ireland, and the urgent de- 
mand of the whole Opposition and not a 
few of the Liberal Party for new coercive 
measures stood opposed to the course 
which has been chosen. All the Conserva- 
tive organs, and even the London Zimes, 
have bitterly censured Mr. GLApstonEe 
for refusing to ravage Ireland with fire and 
sword. Agrarian outrages have increased 
in number and atrocity. The total number 
reported in March was 531, including two 
murders and twelve cases of firing at the 
person. The ‘‘no rent’’ policy was stub- 
bornly adhered to, and the Coercion act 
and the Land act were denounced as failures. 

In the face of all these evidences of in- 
creasing rebelliousnéss in Ireland and grow- 
ing impatience with it m England, Mr. 
GLapDstonrE and his colleagues, turning a 
deaf ear upon the Whigs and the Tories, have 
accepted the advice of the Radicals, and de- 
termined to try the experiment of governing 
Ireland by the ordinary law. The Pall Malt 
Gazette may now claim to be the organ of 
the Ministry. Mr. Guapsrone refuses to 
confess that the Coercion act has beena 
failure, and intimates that if the Land 
League continues its iniquitous agitation 
the Government may be compelled to 
make further use of force; otherwise 
it will content itself and hope to restore 
peace in Ireland by a milder measure for the 
protection of life and property. In one 
sense it may be true that the Coercion act 
has not failed, for nobody can tell in how 
great a degree the gratifying change in the 
tactics of Mr. PaRNELL and his fellow-agi- 
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tators is due to the sobering effect of their 
long imprisonment. But the Coercion act 
was framed and passed to put a stop to 
agrarian crime in Ireland, and it has com- 
pletely failed in that respect. 

Mr. Ssxron’s hopeful prophecy of the 
coming of a time when England and 
Ireland shall live in peaceful and 
happy relations depends for its fulfillment 
mainly upon the spirit and behavior of the 
Irish leaders in and out of Parliament. 
They have given evidence of an intention 
to join hands with the Government in de- 
vising and applying remedies for Irish 
troubles, If they carry out this intention 
with sincerity there is no reason why 
the Irish question should not speedily disap- 
pear from British politics, Mr. GLApsToNE 
has stated his purpose to give Ireland 
‘home rule,”’ or local self-government, as 
far as is consistent with the maintenance of 
the authority of the empire. That will be 
the final act of Irish reform, after the 
wrongs of the tenants have been righted. 
English statesmen have been a long time in 
getting at the root of Irish discontent, but 
having at length discovered it they seem to 
have had the unexpected good sense to re- 
solve to break with a long line of evil tradi- 
tions and deal with the question in hand ac- 
cording to their own enlightened judgment 
and the sound principles of right between 
man and man, which it has hitherto been 
supposed were not applicable to Ireland. 
Mr. GLADsTONE can afford to disregard the 
‘derisive laughter’? which his statement 
provoked among the Opposition benches; 
he will not be greatly troubled by the flings 
of the Tory press. In Irish matters the cen- 
sure of that half of the English public is 
rather to be courted than its approval, But 
the venerable Prime Minister must feel in 
his heart that his present attitude is like that 
of the repentant wrong-doer who comes for- 
ward to make reparation for his errors. The 
policy of conciliation and remedial action is 
a year late—that is all that can justly be said 
against it. Mr. @LADsTONE should have be- 
gun his Irish reform with that instead of 
with coercion. 

THE REVENUE MARLNE. 

Mr. Crapo’s bill to promote the efficiency 
of the Revenue Marine Service certainly 
covers a great deal of ground. It creates a 
retired list; it provides that promotions shall 
be by competitive examination; it adds the 
grade of Post Captain; it reduces the pay 
and increases the probation of Cadets; it 
prescribes new methods of investigating in- 
juries to revenue vessels, and of punishing 
neglect or misconduct. Of these proposals 
the first is the most important. Although 
belonging to the Treasury Department, the 
Revenue Marine is essentially a military ser- 
vice. Its armament, organization, evolu- 
tions, drills, discipline, customs of service 
are allied to those of the Navy. It is the 
naval executive arm of the Treasury De- 
partment. The professional character of 
the officers and their permanency in the ser- 
vice also help to make the Revenue Marine 
as essentially a part of the regular military 
establishment of the Government as the 
Army, the Navy, or the Marine Corps. 


Of the three last named services a retired 
list for injured, incapacitated, o® superan- 
nuated officers is an essential feature. It is 
established in justice to oflicers themselves, 
who, after becoming disabled or permanent- 
ly incompetent for their duties, through the 
accidents of service or in the course of na- 
ture, might be a mere burden were not the 
liberal provision of retirement on three- 
fourths pay made for them in recognition 
of the devotion of their best years to the 
country. It is’ established also as a neces- 
sity to the service, since otherwise the flow 
of promotion would be clogged, and junior 
officers would be kept for years in grades 
far below those to which their fidelity 
and capacity entitled them, simply because 
the better places were filled by officers 
too old to properly discharge their duties, 
and yet unable or unwilling to give them 
up. The provisions for retirement in Mr, 
Crapo’s bill are obviously based on those 
now existing in the Navy, with modifica- 
tions to suit the Revenue Marine. The 
scheme provides for the retirement on three- 
fourths pay of officers found by an ex- 
amining board to be incapacitated, when 
that incapacity is due to an incident of ser- 
vice, and on half-pay when it is not so due. 
It also provides for the total retirement of 
incapacitated officers, with the gratuity of 
one year’s full pay. Finally, it retires all 
officers on three-fourths pay who have at- 
tained, or may attain, the age of 65 years, 
and it allows officers who have served forty 
years to be retired by the President at their 
own request. 

The feature of compulsory retirement for 
age which is thus proposed deserves the 
special attention of Congress, as being essen- 
tial to the highest efficiency of the Revenue 
Marine. The Navy has had it for more 
than twenty years, and, in spite of inter- 
ested personal opposition, the House, as is 
well known, has recently, by a large ma- 
jority, passed a similar measure for the ben- 
efit of the Army. Thus compulsory retire- 
ment for age is not a matter of experiment, 
but of experience; and whereas the discre- 
tion now lodged in the President to retire 
Army officers for age has been the source of 
endless troubles and charges of favoritism, 
Navy officers withdraw from active service 
at 62 years without complaint and as a mat- 
ter of course. The testimony to the benefits 
of this system in the Navy throughout the 
civil war and ever since is overwhelming. 
Mr. Crapo’s bill fixes the retiring age for 
the Revenue Marine at 65, and no officer at 
that time of life has any right to complain 
of being withdrawn to an honorable retire- 
ment which gives him three-fourths of the 
full pay of his grade and his entire time for 
enjoyment. This course, meanwhile, will 
send new life into the Revenue Marine Ser- 
vice by giving better hopes of advancement 
to the younger men. 

The provisions of Mr. Crapo’s bill for 
punishing neglect of duty, and for increas- 
ing the number of revenue Cadets by six, 
and their preparatory course from two years 
to three, are details designed to raise the 
standard of the service; while the reduction 
of Cadet pay is presumably meant to con- 
ciliate those economists who might be dis- 
turbed by adding half a dozen Cadets to the 
present quota. The provision for a com- 
petitive examination in every promotion 
among officers of all_existing grades must 
rest on some other foundation than the argu- 


ment which has just been used for compul- 
sory retirement, namely, that the Revenue 
Marine is essentially a military service. 
Competitive examination for promotions is 
a Civil service custom—it is said in the report 
made by the House Commerce Committee 
on Mr. Crapo’s bill to have been a practice 
in the Revenue Marine for twelve years. In 
the Army and Navy promotions in most cases 
follow the order of seniority, and where the 
rule is departed from, as it sometimes is in 
the President’s nominations, this departure 
is not the result of a competition for highest 
marks, but is more likely to result from 
public services of exceptional value to the 
welfare and renown of the country or 
the service. A naval officer passes an 
examining board for promotion, but the 
object is to ascertain and certify that 
he is fit for that advancement for which 
many others are presumably competent, but 
which is considered to be the due of the 
one among them who has rendered the 
longest faithful service. But there are 
obvious reasons why a different practice pre- 
vails outside of the War and Navy Depart- 
ments. The proposed creation of a grade of 
Post Captains, only four in number, with 
pay at $3,500 a year on duty and three- 
fourths pay while on leave of absence or 
waiting orders, is a most modest addition to 
the very limited range of honors and emolu- 
ments open to a corps whose pay is small 
and whose duties are often arduous and im- 
portant. 

The record of the Revenue Marine is one 
of great honor and usefulness. Organized 
in 1799, it has taken an active military part 
in all our wars, while in peace it protects 
the revenue from smugglers, prevents pira- 
cies and robberies on the seas, enforces the 
quarantine and neutrality laws, aids in ship- 
wrecks and fires and in suppressing muti- 
nies, procures obedience to the numerous 
laws of the merchant marine regarding sig- 
nal lights, life-boats, inspection, license, en- 
rollment, and registry—in short, it is the in- 
dustrious and tireless coast-guard of the 
country, now watching that the immigrant 
ships are not overloaded, now that buoys 
and light-houses are in order, now that the 
Government’s timber lands are not en- 
croached upon, and now that its seal fisher- 
ies are not invaded. Its numerous duties 
over enormous coast lines are performed 
with only 86 vessels and a personnel of fewer 
than athousand officers and men; and this 
force during the year 1881 cruised 300,000 
miles, boarded and examined 30,000 vessels, 
seized or reported more than 3,000 of them 
for violations of law, rescued 148 vessels in 
distress, valued, with their cargoes, at near- 
ly $8,000,000, and saved 141 lives. Such a 
service can fairly claim the establishment of 
a retired list at the hands of Congress, 

A SIANDARD OF HEIGHT. 

One of the great needs of the present day 
is a uniform standard of height among cler- 
gymen. At present the clerical army admits 
recruits wholly regardless of height. It is 
true that among certain sects the average 
height of ministers is greater than it is among 
other sects. For example, Methodist minis- 
ters are taller by three inches than Presby- 
terian ministers, and Episcopalian clergy- 
men are four inches taller than Baptist min- 
isters, Still, there are very small Episcopa- 
lians and Methodists and very tall Presby- 
terians and Baptists, and no man can habit- 
ually attend the religious services of any one 
church or sect without wishing that it would 
adopt a fixed standard of clerical height. 

The disadvantages of permitting small 
ministers to serve in the same denomination 
with tall ministers are many. No one who 
sees a very short clergyman arrayed in a 
cassock belonging to a tall brother, or who 
sees the tall brother wearing a short sur- 
plice, can at once force himself to assume a 
devotional frame of mind. Among the 
various sects where the sermon is made the 
chief feature of public worship, and where, 
as a matter of course, the pulpit is an im- 
portant and imposing affair, the difference 
of height among the preachers is a much 
more serious affair. When two ministers of 
different heights exchange pulpits, each is 
pretty sure to find himself in difficulties. 
The short minister can barely get his chin 
above the level of the reading desk, while 
the tall minister is in momentary danger of 
losing his balance and pitching over the 
front of the pulpit to the surprise and detri- 
ment of the innocent Deacons, 

Hitherto the only method of meeting this 
difficulty and reconciling pulpits and preach- 
ers has been the primitive and unsatisfactory 
one of building every pulpit so that it would 
fit a six-foot minister, and of providing it 
with large footstools, with the help of which 
short ministers could raise themselves to the 
proper level. Sometimes this plan has 
worked well, and sometimes it has not. 
The sexton who has on one Sunday re- 
moved the footstools to make way for a tall 
minister has often forgotten to replace them 
on the next Sunday for the benefit of a short 
minister. Then the footstools themselvés 
afford an insecure footing for a zealous 
preacher. Such a one is very apt, in the 
fervor of his oratory, to step incautiously 
backward, and to then shoot suddenly out 
of sight and land on the back of his head in 
the rear of the pulpit. Again, an enthusi- 
astic and very tall preacher has been known 
to forget that he did not need the footstools 
carelessly left in position by the sexton, 
and has thus preached with the reading 
desk somewhere about the levelof his knees 
—a state of things that is eminently adapted 
to bring a smile to the face of the young 
and irreligious. 

Not very long ago an ingenious citizen of 
Clinton, Ill., invented the ‘‘ adjustable spring 
pulpit’’—an invention designed to obviate 
the disadvantages resulting from inequality 
of height in pulpits and ministers— which 
was really a reading desk with the outward 
appearance of a pulpit. This pulpit was 
placed upon a strong wooden post of cylin- 
drical shape. The post passed through the 
floor of the meeting-house, and rested on 
a stout coiled spring in.the basement. 
The whole affair was so constructed that by 
pressing a knob in the platform on which 
the minister was expected to stand while 
preaching, the ‘‘adjustable pulpit’? would 
be lifted by the spring to any desired height, 
The motion could be arrested at any desired 
point by pressing another knob, and thus 
preachers of any size could make the pulpit 
fit them ‘‘yust like de paper on de wall,”’ 
as the inventor, who was in the second-hand 
clothing business, was accustomed to remark. 

The ‘‘adiustable spring pulpit” was tried 


six months ago in the Tenth Day Baptist 
meeting-house in Clinton, and for a time 
gave complete satisfaction. The congrega- 
tion was without a settled Pastor, and de- 
pended upon ‘‘ supplies.’’ Every fresh “ sup- 
ply’’—and there was a fresh one every Sun- 
day—was measured by the sexton, and the 
pulpit adjusted to fit him before the hour of 
public worship. Itso happened however, 
that on the third Sunday in April the sexton 
was ill, and could not attend to his duties, 
The “supply’’ for the day was an unusu- 
ally tall minister, fully six feet in height, 
and as the pulpit had been adjusted for a 
four-foot-eleven ‘‘ supply,” the tall minister 
found it inconveniently low. He was a 
zealous man, wholly devoted to his work, 
and he did not allow himself to be annoyed 
by the inconvenient height of the reading 
desk. Throwing his whole soul into his 
sermon, he preached with an eloquence that 
Mr. TauMAGE might have envied, so vigor- 
ous were the movements of his long legs 
and arms. Suddenly he stepped by acci- 
dent on the knob, just at the amoment 
that he was leaning over the desk 
and shaking his expanded fingers almost 
in the faces of the delighted Deacons. To 
the horror of the congregation the pulpit 
shot up into the air, carrying the minister 
with it, to a height of twelve feet above the 
platform, where it stopped with a jar that 
nearly shook him off. In this unpleasant 
position he remained for nearly twenty min- 
utes, clinging to the desk and appealing for 
help, until a ladder was brought and he was 
released. 

Why the inventor constructed the pulpit 
with a view to ministers over twelve feet 
high, when it is notorious that not a single 
minister of that height is in existence, will 
probably never be known. This adjustable 
spring pulpit was taken out of the meeting- 
house on the Monday following the acci- 
dent, and what promised to be a very pop- 
ular invention now seems to be a complete 
failure, at least in the opinion of the Tenth 
Day Baptists and their recent unfortunate 
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There is no department of the Municipal 
Government in which thorough reform is more 
urgently demanded than in the costly office of the 
Clerk of the Special Sessions Court. It is, perhaps, 
not tobe wondered at, under the circumstances, 
that the receivers of fat and exorbitant salaries 
attached to the office should personally strongly 
disapprove of civil service reform. Nor is it re- 
markabie that Chief Clerk Cuar.es BLackre should 
even be so moved to indignation by the sug- 
gestions of reform as to publicly denounce 
the advocates of an efficient civil service in 
the strongest terms. His salary as Chief Clerk 
is $6,000 per annum, for duties which any in- 
telligent clerk would discharge for $1,500 or $2,000 
& year. But being an active member of the 
political machine, his services are demanded else- 
where, and he does not find it convenient to attend 
to his official work. The tax-payers consequently are 
called upon to provide him an assistant at the 
trifling additional expense of $5,000 per annum. 
This assistan‘ being somewhat of a politician him- 
self, and a humble imitator of his distinguished 
anti-civil service reform chief, follows the brilliant 
example of the latter and throws the work upon 
somebody else. By an inconvenient and reprehen- 
sible piece of negiect, the Legislature, however, did 
not provide for the salary of a third clerk to be 
paid out of the public moneys, and therefore As- 
sistant MoNHEIMER, it appears, is forced to the ex- 
pedient of employing an assistant on his own ac- 
eount. Ata yearly salary of from $1,000 to $1,200, 
reported to be paid by the combined contributions 
of Messrs. BLackre and MonueErMeER, this young 
clerk practicaily does all the work of the two 
richly paid principals. In one respect this is un- 
doubtedly delightful. It gives the two leaders 
leisure to look after their private affairs during the 
period which they are supposed to work for the 
public in return for $11,000 of the public 
money. But in the meantime the business of 
the court suffers, and the public cannot find 
the principal clerks at their posts when they have 
business to transact with them. Absent elsewhere 
nine-tenths of the time, the Chief Clerk expects his 
five-thousand-dollar assistant to look after matters. 
The latter being rather better fitted for political 
wire-pulling than public business, falls back upon 
the second assistant. The Police Justices kindly 
extended the Chief Clerk’s unfinished term to 10 
years last year, but if Mr. Brackre fancies that the 
public will put up with such imposition for that 
length of time he is probably mistaken. 
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It was long ago found out that John Bull is 
his own sharpest critic, and an amusing book 
migbt be compiled of the savage things which Eng- 
lish writers have said of Englishmen. Somebody 
writes in the Army and Navy Gazette in a fault- 
finding way or the Easter Monday Volunteer re- 
view.and of the sham battle of Portsdown Hill. Of 
one phase of this mock action he says: “* The two 
opposing bodies would have been mutually de- 
stroyed if the rifles had been loaded with ball 
eartridges.” Then there was “ the gallant London 
Scotch regiment peppering away from a level, coy- 
erless ridge at the enemy in front of them in happy 
ignorance that they were being enfiladed at 
two hundred yards by one thousand five hundred 
rifles whose leaden hail would have simply 
swept them out of existence.” This critic also 
noticed “ battalions firing without forming rank en- 
tire when skirmishing.”’ In one case, “a rear rank 
man nearly blew his front rank man’s head off.” 
What would have been the upshot of the battle in 
real war, the writer hardly likes to say, but he is of 
opinion, if the tactics had been the same, that 
“very few, either of England’s defenders or of 
the assailants of her hearths and homes, would 
have lived to tell the tale.” The weak point is 
said to have been the amateur officer element. 
The cruel observation is made that ‘it seemed to 
be the principal aim of the mounted officers to keep 
their seat,” while they persuaded their horses 
to leap hedges. Now and then some of 
the by-standers got their horses over for them, 
In nine cases out of ten, when these battles 
with the restive chargers occurred, the animals got 
the best.of them. Horrible to relate, half the offi- 
cers of the First Tower Hamlets Regiment did not 
know how to carry theirswords. The First Surrey 
Regiment's appearance was spoiled by the number 
of beardsin the ranks. The Twentieth Middlesex 
Rifles is made up of artists, of whom the spectators 
observed: ‘‘So them’s the artists; what a scrubby- 
looking lot!” To crown all, the Volunteers were 
decidedly irreligious, for only 600 of them turned 
up for church parade. The writer, however, ad- 
mits that the amateur soldiers behaved very well, 
for there was not a single case of drunkenness or 
of misbehavior. 
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When Queen VICTORIA was at Mentone 
lately, the French Government seemed to think that 
it could not show her too much honor. The most 
sedulous attention was paid to her comfort and 
safety, the anxiety as to the latter, indeed, being 
so marked that a telegraphic report was forwarded 
each evening to a Minister of State of how the day 
passed. In painful contrast to this treatment of 
the granddaughter ot Groner III. is the conduct 
displayed toward the widow of the nephew of Na- 
POLEON I. It might haye been supposed that a 
sense of the profound misfortunes and bereave- 
ments which the ex-Empress Evarenie has experi- 
enced would at least have secured her bare civility, 
and it is painful to read of her being subjected to 
insult when compelled to revisit, in support of her 
legal rights, the soil on which she once was idol- 
ized. The French people have seldom appeared to 
less advantage than in regard to this poor lady. It 
was a paltry business to seize, as they did in 1870, 
a woman’s dresses and petty possessions and put 
them up to auction, and now the attempt is made 
to deprive her of property and to aggravate this 
by hooting ber in the streets. That awful convul- 
sion which broke over France in 1789 seemed in 
some sort permanently to pluck kindness from the 
hearts of a once generous people, and the treat- 
ment of the ex-Empress sustains BuRKz's assertion 
as to the disappearance. in France at all eventa. of

There are some curious facts as to the propaa 
gation and habits of the Filaria tribe, a parasitia 
worm concerned in the disease now prevalent in 
South Formosa, which are of peculiar interest to 
scientificmen. The disease arising from tne pres- 
ence of the worm is one of the most familiar with 
which the literature of veterinary surgery has ta 
deal, being a common one among the unhoused 
dogs of Southern Asia from Pekin to Arabia, of 
Egypt and the Barbary States, and of the European 
shores of the Mediterranean Sea as far west aq 
Ttaly. It is particularly prevalent among the va- 
srant canines that throng at night the streets and 
suburbs of Constantinople and other Turkish cities, 
and is familiar among the dogs of Athens and 
other Grecian centres of population. Its hab- 
itat in the dog is the circulation; hence, 
the name of Filaria sanguinolenta caninis; but 
it seldom kills; and when such a result follows, ag 
is occasionally the case, the cause is obstruction of 
the circulation, not irritative action, such as marks 
the operations of most cutozoic parasites. In the 
dissection of dogs after death from the Filaria, 
masses of the parasites mattea together like ver- 
micelli have been taken from the cavities of the 
heart—masses densely woven together in such g 
manneras to impede the action of the central 
organ. In the horse, the Filaria attacks the eya 
only, perforating its tissues, and causing most in- 
tense agony, convulsions, and madness, followed by 
inevitable death. It has been noticed in man by 
British surgeons in India and Eastern Asia, as fai 
north as Japan; but only in the native races, and 
never in European residents, owing to the 
fact, perhaps, that the latter are more 
particular as to the quality of the drinking 
water that they consume than the native 
population. Tke name of Filaria sanguinolenta hu- 
manis has been affixed to the variety that afflicts 
the natives, and the worm as occurring in the cir- 
culation of man differs slightly in marking, though 
not in structure and habits, from that found in the 
blood of the dog. The death is caused by the same 
phenomenon in man asin the dog—the matting of 
the masses into parasites in the cavities of the 
heart or larger vessels, and consequent failure of 
the function of that organ as in organic cardiaa 
disease. The reproduction of the animal is bisex- 
ual like that of the nematoda, among whose spe- 
cies are found some of our most dangerous and 
destructive parasites, and in its earlier stages it ig 
@ common infusorian in stagnant pools, 
gutters, and puddles of (filthy water. 
Neither it nor the disease arising from it 
has been often noticed in the United 
States, although itis not altogether unfamiliar ta 
our veterinary surgeons, particularly in the South 
and South-west. At maturity the creature is 
scarcely microscopic, exceeding in length the aver- 
age of the nematoid worms to which it seems to be 
allied, and the translucent body of the female may 
be viewed crowded with beautifully arranzed 
masses of ova. The reproduction is very rapid, 
the proportion of males to females being so exceed. 
ingly small that the former are difficult to obtain as 
microscopic objects, and few naturalists possess 
even a single specimen.

THE ANOREXE EXHIBITION—SUGGESTIVE PIC- 
TURES—CHRIST CRUCIFIED BY EAKINS— 
VENICE AFTER PALMER AND BUNCE— 
TWO EXCELLENT MARINES BY MARTIN 
AND THAYER. 


The gallery on Madison-square has been 
hung with a new batch of pictures in accord- 
ance with the promises given last week. They 
are composed exclusively of the surplus which 
was accepted for the main show but not hung. 
The Whistler remains and the pieces of statu- 
ary have been brought from the little vesti- 
bule to eke out the scanty show. On the whole, 
one may say that the painters of the new set 
deserved some such acknowledgment as they 
now get; for few of the pictures are without 
merit, and the general effect is, like the former 
showing, fresh and invigorating. There are 
pictures of higher flight here than any the other 
exhibition showed. Mr. Thomas Eakins, of 
Philadelphia, exhibits a life-sized Christ, al- 
most completely nude, and with feetand hands 
nailed to the cross, Itstands on arocky plateau 
on which strong sunlight is indicated without 
perfect success. The bent head throws the 
face in shadow and partially conceals it, while 
a crown of thorns lies on the hght-colored 


hair. The palms of the hands are drawn up 
where the spikes go through, therein resem- 
bling one of the most famous of Old World 
crucifix.ons, and the tradition is preserved in 
the stream: of blood that trickles down from 
the feet. The latter are very large, long, and 
prominent in the picture. They and the legs 
are discolored with the sun and soiled with 
dust. The toes and nails are irregu- 
lar. Great knowledge of anatomy and 
a severe and hard hand in drawing 
are shown in the figure, whose color is very 
white, and neither awe-inspiring nor mysteri- 
ous, nor actually repulsive. The whole picture 
may be termed repuisive, if that term be not 
too harsh. It isanunnecessary picture. There 
seems in the present age no room and no reason 
for it. Will the devoutest Roman Catholic 
be moved by it? angie, 2 The ‘lift’? is too 
heavy for Mr. Eakins. Hecannot get back to 
the ages when an audienee stood ready to ap- 
plaud an artist who painted such a picture 
realistizally, and could inspire him, even 
should he be himself a skeptic, with a portion 
of their common faith. In certain technical 
ways very fine, this crucifixion leaves one com- 
pletely cold, and chiefly regretful that talents 
as genuine as those of Mr. Eakins should have 
been applied to so little profit. 

The portrait of Lawrence Barrett as Cas- 
sius, which Mr. Millet offered, was a loss to 
any exhibition. It is seldom that we find a 
Ee who can cope with the difficulties in- 
1erent in that hackneyed thing, the, jor- 
trait of a popular actor in a Shakespear- 
ean character. Without being able to rec- 
ognizo a work of the first genius in this 
full length portrait of Mr. Barrett, there is 
great achievement to be recognize! in it as 
a whole and an earnest and deft workman be- 
hind the painting of the Roman drapery and 
the marble floor. Cassius is covering his head 
with the upper portion of his toga, and looks 
down and sidewise with pinched cheeks and 
an expression of anger and disdain. Perhaps 
the weak spot is the expression. It is 
not thoroughly decisive and has a touch 
of the actor; it has a suggestion of a 
pose. But this objection may _ be 
met by saying that Mr. Millet has not at- 
tempted, and should not be expected to at- 
tempt, to improve on his sitter in the line of 
the profession to which that sitter belongs. He 
is there to paint an actor, and the best of ac- 
tors must pose more or less. In any case the 
portrait marks decisive advance on the part 
of Mr. Millet from that stage of Bashi 
Bazouks and other Oriental weaknesses; 
where there was fear he proposed per- 
manently to stay. In marine he has also 
shown a canvas bearing apleasanttouch. An- 
other large contribution is from Mr. Walter 
Palmer, of Albany,a great view of Venice 
from the neighborhood of the Public Gardens, 
looking up the entrance of the Grand Canal. 
It takes the sweep from the Ducal Buildings on 
the right, past the Church of the Saluté and 
the Custom-house, over to San_ Giorgio. 
Mr. Palmer seems to have caught Venice 
in a Spring costume of white and pink; even 
the piles driven so liberally into the mud of 
the lagoons are pinkish. One man’s eyes see 
one color; another, another, in the very same 
view. It might be rash to say that Venice 
never looked so; for the next person who is 
competent to speak may object. Pointing to 
“The Venetian Marines’ of Mr. William 
Gedney Bunce, of which there are several here 
also, he may declare that never in all his 
rambles about Venice, in gondola or sandolo, 
did he see things so consumed by 
yellow as they appear to Mr. Bunce. 
Phere is this difference, however, between the 
little yellow marines of the latter and the pink 
monster of Mr. Palmer. In the Bunces the 
effort is frankly for color and sentiment 
through color. The details are quite second- 
ery, and may be supplied by any of the in- 
numerable and excellent photographs of Ven- 
lce to be had everywhere. In the Palmer, on 
the other hand, the effort is for a panoramic 
view with all the details brought out. Of 
course, Mr. Palmer, who is a promising young 
artist in his way, has also sought for tone. 
But even supposing his tone were agreeable, 
and to the writer it is not pleasing, the objec- 
tion would still hold that the attention is de- 
flected trom the higher, more poetical, more 
niusical effects of air, water, and city to much 
more material and commonplace ideas, 

Rolshover is the name of some young Amer- 
ican who appears to have studied in Munich 
and emigrated (with Mr. Duveneck’s 
“boys?’) to Florence. His old lady 
seated near a table with flowers is of the 
thick, pasty, umcompromisingly dashing 
styie affected here by Mr. Kappes. The 
dash is somewhat heavy. But as a corrective 
and antidote to the smooth and horribly cor- 
rect manner of painting which still obtains 
among academicians it has its good side. It 
is to be hoped, however, that Mr. Rolshover 
will only occasionally paint like this, and 
more for a diversion than a serious manner. 
Let him take warning by Mr. Currier, who 
obtained applause tor his bold protest against 
ettiness of work for a sufficient time; 
ut when, as is now the case, he 
goes on perpetually dashing off skies and 
champaigns with the fury of youth, falls 
naturally under the ban of hollowness. Out 
ot four or five big slashed landscapes in oils by 
Currier hardly one is good. If good land- 
scape and marine is wanted, Mr. Abbott 
Thayer furnishes it in his view at Nantucket. 
Painting like this was foreshadowed last year 
in his little open woodland picture. W hat- 
ever shortcomings may have been found in 
his portraits are condoned by the depth and 
beauty of this marine. The cool, broad 
touch in the mounds of sand where the scanty 
grass grows in tufts is happily changed to 
another effect in the distant sea, deep 
blue, and shining through the true _ at- 
mosphere of reflected and _  interblend- 
ing lights. It formsa singular contrast and 
comparison to the deep green landscape and 
marine by Homer D. Martin. The one shows 
the more usual atmosphere on our coast during 
dry weather. The other gives an unmistak- 
able note of Newport in the fluidity and moist 
depth of the atmosphere, which 1s said to be 
more like that of the British Isles than any 
other portion of America. The soft light 
clouds are stalking across the distant sea with 
real motion. It has a magical effect, and may 
well entitle Mr. Martin to be held one of the 
foremost landscapists now living. The exhi- 
bition, although so small, does not lack other 
pictures whose good and bad points make 
them worthy of notice.

A LARGE NUMBER KILLED OR CAPTURED 

BY MEXICANS—FEARS OF A MASSACRE. 

Santa Fr, New-Mexico, May 3.—The fol- 
lowing dispatch was received here last night at 
midnight: ‘*A column of Mexican troops to-day, 
under command of Col. Garcia, met the Indians of 
whom Col. Forsyth is in pursuit, killed 78 of them 
and took 83 prisoners.’’ The courier bringing this 


information arrived here on foot, being pushed so 
hard by the Indians that he had to abandon his 
horse, and barely escaped with his life. He reports 
about 100 Indians between Deming and Tresjoul- 
nas. 

LARAMIE City, Wyoming, May 3.—Acting 
under recent orders the troops at Fort Washakie 
have been compelled to leave the post, and, there 
being no provision made for defense, the women 
and children at the post are now fearing a general 
massacre at any moment by Indians. The civil- 
jans are arming themselves to coe the post, but 
it is feared that they will not be able to withstand 
the Indians, who are greatly excited over the kill- 
ing of the Ute Jack. 

GALVESTON, Texas, May 3.—A special to 
the News from San Antonio says: “Itis reported 
here that Capt. Trescott, formerly of this place, 
has been killed by the Indians in Arizona.”’

LOSSES BY FIRE.

An odor of escaping gas in the basement of 
the four-story brown-stone house No. 315 Fifth- 
avenue, occupied by Mrs. C. Donovan, a dress- 
maker, indicated a defect in the gas-pipes, and at 7 
o’clock last night John McKeon, a gas-fitter, re- 
moved a portion of the wainscoting In the base- 
ment.

THE MAY MUSIC FESTIVAL. 

The two concerts of the second day of the 
May Music Festival were largely attended, the 
larger audience being present at the afternoon con- 
cert. In the evening about 6,000 persons were pres- 
ent. Fully one-third of these were people trom 
out of town. From this portion of the assemblage 
the speculators reaped a small harvest during the 
day and early evening, by selling them seats at 
from 50 cents to $2 advance over the regular rates. 
Later in the evening the speculators sold their 
seats at the regular price, and just before the con- 
cert began ata half-dollar less than this figure. 
Some of the speculators growled because, as they 
alleged, they were obliged to compete with agents 
of the managers of the Festival who sold tickets on 
the sidewalks. The last row of boxes was com- 
paratively unoccupied, though the first two rows 
were well filled. The rear sections of seats had 
few occupants, though those in front were well 
filled, and in the balcony more chairs were vacant 
than were occupied. 

At the afternoon concert the stage was orna- 
mented by some 500 of the chorus whose only 
duties were to listen and applaud, for there was no 
choral work in the programme, and the house was 
mostly filled with ladies. The concert was notable 
in two ways for the excellence of the orchestra 
and for the perfection of most of the solo singing. 
Though all the musicians were not present, the 
performance was of the greatest merit, not 
only in Gliick’s “Iphigenia in Aulis” but 
in the beautiful symphony of Schubert in 
Cc. This noble -work, in which Schubert 
expressed himself in his most felicitous 
forms, was played in a manner that demands un- 
qualified praise. It would have been impossible 
for the most apathetic audience not to recognize 
the elegance and grace with which it was delivered, 
and the applause that followed its conclusion 
showed the impression it had produced. It isa 
symphony of unusual length, but is full of happy 
thoughts, expressed in the melodious and delicate 
manner peculiar to Schubert, which is found in 
every production from his prolific pen. The 
andante and finale were particularly well played. 
Yo the audience the chief interest was in the solo 
singing. Signor Galassi was the first in the list, with 
a recitative and aria from Gliick’s “ Iphigenia” 
following the overture, His sonorous and power- 
ful voice was as rich in quality and as distinct as 
usual. His delivery of the scena wes manly and 
highly effective. Musically considered, it was 
creditable to his intelligence and professional abil- 
ity and fully justified the praise he has before re- 
ceived as a musician and asinger. The triumph of 
the afternoon was won by Mme. Gerster 
who sang the elaborate aria “Der Holle 
Rache” from Mozart’s ** Magic Flute.” She was 
in perfect voice and gave her music 
with extraordinary skill. Her tones were full, 
clear, and of lovely quality, and she treated every 
difficulty of the score with absolute ease. So 
charming was her performance that the enthusiasm 
of the audience could not be restrained, aud after 
several recalls she haa to repeat a portion of the 
aria. After Schumann’s ** Manfred” overture— 
which was, by the way, admirably played—Mr. 
Henschel gave an aria from Spohr’s ‘*Jessonda,” 
and sang it as well as he does everything 
he undertakes’ to do, and then Mme. 
Materna appeared in the _ recitative and 
aria from Weber’s Oberon, ‘ Ocean, Thou 
Mighty Monster,”’ one of the grandest opportuni- 
ties for a dramatic soprano. The lady was received 
with most cordial and friendly applause, and had 
the advantage of a perfect accompaniment. The 
same general criticism as to her style and vocal 
abilities that has been before made is applicable on 
this occasion. Her voice is undeniably hard and 
unsympathetic, and, though she comes to New- 
York with a great German reputation as an inter- 
preter of Wagnerian music, she sings in a way that 
would be condemned if it came from an Amer- 
ican soprano. The aria in question has 
been delivered with better effect by other artists 
in this City. Signor Campanini followed with 
Méhul’s recitative and aria, ‘“* Vainement Pharaon,”’ 
(Joseph,) in which he scored a decided success. He 
was in excellent voice and sang effectively, every 
tone being distinctly audible. His reception was 
most hearty, and after his superb performance he 
Was several times recalled. The concert, which 
was too long, was concluded with Mendelssohn's 
“tay Blas’ overture. The concert was a success, 
though it suffered from an embarrassment of riches. 

The second evening concert, described as the 
* Beethoven night,” did not attract as large an au- 
dience as might have been expected yesterday, 
and the result showed that it was not worthy of 
particular attention outside of the work of the or- 
chestra. The programme consisted of the Fifth 
Symphony and the ** Missa Solennis.”” The perform- 
ance of the symphony was a delight to every one, 
and calis for unqualified praise. The work is without 
doubt the favorite of the immortal nine sympho- 
nies, and, as described by Berlioz,is “the first in 
which Beethoven gave free rein to his imagination 
and rejected all foreign aid or support.”’ In every 
movement itis marked by the evidences of tne gen- 
ius of its author. It is brightand captivating in the 
allegro and full of a pathosand of a beautyin the 
andante, such asis not surpassed by any other of 
the composer’s works, The orchestra last night 
gave itin superb style. The strings were firm and 
played with unanimity and dignity, and though 
there has already beensome admirable orchestral 
work, this performance of the Fifth Symphony 
may be characterized as the best effort thus far 
heard at the Festival. As to the “* Missa Solennis,” 
the same praise cannot be accorded, It is a work 
of great difficulty and might be called unsingable, 
like all Beethoven's vecal music. For anything 
like perfection in its interpretation it re- 
quires a body of singers who have been 
trained to it, and are thoroughly accustomed 
to one another and to the methods of their 
conductor. These conditions were not fulfilled 
last night, and the result was a ragged and slip- 
shod performance, which at times would have 
been disgraceful in a country chorus In the 
“Credo” the sopranos were thin, wiry, and uneer- 
tain, and, notwithstanding Mr. Thomas's sug- 
gestive knoeking on his music stand, it 
more than once seemed as if the whole 
thing would suddenly come to an untimely 
end. The force was not numerically equal 
to the occasion, there being apparently less than 
1,000 singers on the stage, and its weakness was 
painfully apparent. The organ, which by the way, 
is no organ atall, butis merely the fundamental 
pedals, and has less than a dozen stops, gave 
some assistance at occasional critical moments, 
without which the situation would have been 
distressing. The solo quartets were not smoothly 
done, and showed nervousness and lack of prac- 
tice. The Kyrie was the best, but it is seldom 
one is called upon to listen to anything worse than 
the performance by Mrs. Allen, (who was substi- 


tuted for Mrs. Osgood,) Miss Winant, Mr, Candi- 
dus, and Mr. Henschel in the subsequent numbers. 


The violin solo in the Sanctus was skillfully 
played by Mr. Brandt. This noble work certainly 
did not receive adequate treatment and adds 
nothing to the musical reputation of the Festival.

last night, and its entire contents, consisting of 
finished and unfinished goods, were taken. The 
loss amounts to fully $8,000. The burglars left a 


full kit of tools. It is thought to be the work of 
professionals. There is no clue to them. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 3.—Lillie W ebster Cross, 
the girl, 17 years old, who was shot by her jealous 
lover, at her residence, in the north-western part 
of the city, about two weeks ago, is lying in a very 
dangerous eondition, her attending <p en- 
tertaining little or no hopes of her recdvery. John 
Schriver, who had been paying attention to the 
girl for over a year, visited the house, and on 
meeting her drew a pistol and fired, the ball tak- 
ing effect in her head. Schriver then attempted to 
take his own life with the same weapon, the ball 
striking his head near the right temple, and, tak- 
ing a glancing course, lodged under the scalp. Miss 
Cross has been confined to her home ever since the 
occurrence, and last evening her condition be- 
ceme worse, with every symptom of blood-poison- 
ing. Several days subsequent to the shooting 
Schriver was released on $5,000 bail, aud has been 
confined to his home ever since. 

SetMa, Ala., May 3.—Nancy Henry, a col- 
ored woman from near Brown’s Statien, in this 
county, has been lodged in jail here charged with 
the marder of her son, 10 years old. It seems she 
commenced beating the child about a week ago 
with a piece of plank, and continued to do so at 
intervals with the same and a scythe-blade until 
Sunday, when the little one died. Vhe child was 
burled on Monday, but owing to reports and the 
suspicions of the neighbors the body was exhumed 
on Tuesday, when, after a preliminary examina- 
tion, the woman was arrested 

Syracuse, N.Y., May 3.—The trial of Mar 
Holmes, accused of having poisoned her husband, 
William Holmes, at Bridgeport, on May 5, 1881, was 
begun in this city to-day. A panel of 450 jurors was 
exhausted before a jury was obtained. The chief 
objection made by the jurors was against hangin; 
a& woman. District Attorney C. H. Lewis opened 
the case for the prosecution this afternoon. George 
Roberts, a wealthy farmer, is jointly indicted with 
Mrs. Holmes. 

LANCASTER, Penn., May 3.—A professional 
burglar, giving the name of Peter Williams and 
supposed to be from New-York, attempted last 
night to rob the residence of Charles A. Forder- 
smith, Cashier of the Fulton National Bank of this 
city. He was discovered by the private watchman, 
and after a desperate encounter, in which the 
officer was shot and slightly wounded, he was ar- 
rested. He had in his possession a complete set of 
burglar’s tools. 

DANVILLE, Va., May 3.—A preliminary trial 
was held at Yanceyville, N. C., yesterday, and Felix 
Roane, who killed Nathaniel Johnson and wounded 
George Wi'liamson, Jr., in the Yanceyville tragedy, 
was discharged. Williamson waived trial, and was 
bound over in the sum of $1,500. 

WASHINGTON, May 3,—The President has 
granted a further respite, till June 23, in the case 
ot Edward M. Kelly, now under sentence of death 
at Santa Fé, New-Mexieo. His sentence is to be 
commuted to three years’ imprisonment. 

TAKING THEIR OWN LIVES.

A DESPONDENT LOVER SHOOTS HIMSELF— 
OTHER CASES OF SUICIDE, 

ATLANTA, Ga., May 3.—A romantic attempt 
at suicide occurred here last night. Walter Holli- 
day, the son of a well-to-do commission merchant, 
and Miss Maud Kenner, a pretty blonde of 15,a 
member of one of the best families in Atlanta, 
were strongly attached up to three days ago, when 
a quarrel occurred, Last night they met at a quad- 
rille party. Their quarrel seemed to have been 


forgotten, and nothing unpleasant occurred until 
about 10 o’clock, when Holliday wrote a note ask- 


ing her notto dance any more. She disregarded 


his request, and Holliday, addressing her, said: "I 
want to tell you good-bye for the last time.” She 
said ‘ Good night.” Holliday walked out to the 
gate and shot himself, the ball entering his breast 
and ranging into the kidneys. His death is hourly 
expected. 

HARRISBURG, Penn., May 3.—The body of 
an unknown man, well dressed, was found ata 
late hour last night lying insome underbrush about 
six miles from the city. There were two bullet- 
holes in the head, and a revolver was in the left 
hand, The remains were so much decomposed as 
to be scarcely reeognizable. He seemed to be 
about 30 years of age, A verdict of suicide was 
rendered by a Coroner’s jury this morning. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 2,—Isaac D. Marks, 69 
years old, residing at No. 2,441 Bolton-street, died 
this morning from tbe effects of a dose of 
Jaudanum taken last night. He had a large family 
to support, and was out of employment, and these 
facts may account for the suicide. After taking 
the drug he informed the family that he had taken 
poison and had nothing more to live for. 

PHILLIPSBURG, N. J., May 3.—Walter Beers, 


21 years old, shot himself in the head with a re- 
volver this afternoon, and soon died. He was a 


son of ex-Mayor William R. Beers, and itis thought 
that he was out of his mind when he committed 
the act, as his mental faculties have been weak for 
& year or more.

STRIKES ALONG THE HUDSON. 

Newsura, N. Y., May 3.—There is an ex- 

tensive strike of railroad laborers at Cornwall, The 


men demand an advanee of 25 cents per day. The 
strike began among the Italians and other white 


men, who went along the line and compelled the 
negroes to stop work. Most of the latter would 
have returned but for fear of the strikers. Trouble 
being apprehended, Sheriff O’Dell, of this city, was 


appealed to by tae authorities of the town, and 
proceeded to the scene, leaving word with Capt. 


Joseph M. Dickey to call out the local Militia if it 
should be found necessary. Several of the ring- 
leaders were arrested, and many of the negroes, on 
being promised protection, returned to work this 
afternoon.

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TRIAL OF THE MALLEYS. 


DR. PRUDDEN AGAIN UPON THE STAND— 
PROF. CHITTENDEN GIVES THE RESULTS 
OF HIS ANALYSES-—-THE INJURIES WHICH 
JENNIE CRAMER RECEIVED. 
New-Haven, May 3.—The redirect exam- 
ination of Dr. Prudden was resumed this morning 
in the Malley case. State Attorney Doolittle read 
from anumber of medical books, giving a record 
of cases where arsenic had caused death in a few 
hours after administration, and where there was 
no irritation of the stomach. Vomiting, the 
witness said, was produced by stomach irrita- 
tion. Death might be unusually rapid and no 
post-mortem indications of arsenic poison- 
ing appear. Mr. Doolittle read from Woodman 
& ‘Tidy’s work that in about one-half 
of the cases of arsenic poisoning death ensued in 
about nine hours. He read from Tayloranaccount 
of several cases of arsenic poisoning from drinking 
port wine from a bottle in which some of the poi- 
son in solid form had been dropped. The arsenic 
did not affect the taste or the color of the wine. 
Woodman & Tidy was quoted again to snow that 


of 1,000 grains of arsenic left in cold water 24 hours 
only 7.4 grains were dissolved. Hot water poured 
over the same quantity dissolved in 24 hours 10.12 
grains. From ‘* Taylor on Poisons” Mr. Doolittle 
read to show that in soluble form arsenic acted 
much more energetically than in solid form. 

The witness assented to all the propositions laid 
down by the writers, and Mr. Doolittle continued: 
**Referenee has been made to poisoning from ar- 
senic in wall-paper. 1 read here from Taylor that 
this sort of poisoning produces uniform symptoms, 
These are dryness and irritation of the throat, loss 
of appetite, a feverish apd wasting conditio1 of the 
body, colicky pains, and sleeplessness.’’ The 
witness acquiesced again. Taylor was quot- 
ed again to show the widely varying in- 
tervals in which arsenic accomplishes fatal 
results. When the effect was fatal within 
24 hours, a large proportion of the victims died in 
as early as eight hours. The witness read from 
Maschki’s *‘ Hand-book of Forensic Jurisy rudence” 
an article by Dr. M. Seidel, a Vienna Professor, to 
the effect that while the characteristic indications 
of arsenic poisoning appear in the intestinal tract, 
they were nevertheless not constant. Especially 
when the action of the poison ran its course under 
narcosis, the intestinal and stomach changes were 
likely to be of a negative churacter. Harvey men- 
tions 197 cases, in 36 of which no marked indica- 
tions of the action of the poison upon the stomach 
or intestines were found. 

Mr. Jones's cross-examination. Q,—If a person 
swallowed three grains Of arsenious acid would 
you expect to find irritation in the stomach and in- 
testines? A.—I should have no expectations about 
it. I know that sometimes irritation is feund and 
sometimes not. 

Q.—Don’t you consider it most remarkable that 
if Jennie Cramer died from poison her stomach 
sbould show no signs of it? A.—Ildo inacertain 
sense. Being an instant pojsonit is natural that it 
should have an instant action. But there are so 
many exceptions that the absence of irritation 
would not be regarded by me as at all conclusive. 

Mr. Jones read from ‘Taylor the statement that 
only one instance of death from Fowler’s solution 
is known, the victim in this case dying from doses 
taken during a period ef five days; there was no 
vomiting, but the stomach was much inflamed. 
Dr. Prudden stated that the solution was given as 
a remedy for malarial fever and for certain diseases 
of the skin. 

Q.—How does it produce its effect upon the skin? 
A.—I don’t know, and don’t think it is known. 

Q.—Is it not an admitted fact that the solution 
acts on the blood by destroying the red corpuscies? 
A.—I don’t know as it is. 

Q.—Is it not laid down in the books that many 
females take Fowler’s solution forthe purpose of 
beautifving their complexions? A.—They may in 
some countries. 

Q.—W ould not the arsenic have the same effect 
in one country as another? A.—I don't know as 
it would. Climatic and temperature conditions 
might have a modifying influence. 

Mr. Jones read from a medical authority that 
the inhabitants of Lower Styria consumed arsenic 
quite generally for the purpose of clearing their 
complexions and making perspiration freer. To 
illustrate the irritating aetion of arsenic he showed 
in one of the medical books a cut representing the 
inside of a stomach inflamed by arsenic. The 
picture was shown tothe jury. The witness again 
went over the details of the autopsy, saying that 
he took away one-third of the brain for the pur- 
poses of his analysis; the remainder was left upon 
the undertaker’s table. 

Q.—Do you mean to say that you left two-thirds 
of that girl’s brain on the table to be thrown away 
or given to the chickens? A.—What became of it 
I don’t know. Ihad never before condueted an 
autopsy for a chemical analysis, and had no in- 
structions as to what parts to save. Mr. Stahl, the 
undertaker, was in a hurry to take the body away, 
so as to be in time for the funeral. 

Dr. Leonard J. Sanford, a practicing physician in 
New-Haven for 27 years and a Professor in the 
Yale Medical School, testified with regard to the 
testimony of Drs. Shepard and Painter that in his 
opinion as anexpert the injuries to the organs of 
the unfortunate girl could not have been commit- 
ted more than 2% or 86 hours’ before death, 
because he had understood the doctors to 
testify that the lacerated parts exhibited 
no signs of repair. Lacerations of the extent 
testitied to would indicate violence. The witness 
concurred with Woodman and Tidy that the 
fourcbette was never lacerated except in cases of 
violence. On being cross-examined by Mr. Jones, 
Prof. Sanford said that in giving his opinion he had 
assumed that Dr. Shepard had testified that the 
rupture had occurred within from one to three 
days of the time of death. The witness was ques- 
tioned az to whether there was light enough in the 
West Haven Morgue at the time the examination 
was made to enable the examiners to determine ac- 
curately the matters to which they had testified. He 
said, to make such an examination properly, he 
should need a fairly good light. Mr. Case put a 
supposititious question to the witness, describing a 
morgue having the conditions of the one in West 
Haven, and asked Dr. Sanford if a proper examina- 
tion could be made in such a place. Dr. Sanford 
said that in the morning of a clear day he should 
think there would be light enough. It was not, 
however, such a place as he would select. He 
should expect in such a place to be able to see 
a ten-cent piece near the window of the 
basement room, but there would not be 
light enough to read a newspaper. He should sup- 
pose that the light would be bufficient to see an 
object of the size of the rupturedorgan. To deter- 
mine whether granulation had or had not com- 
menced would be more difficult, but if there were 
much granulation it would be discernible. The 
witness thought he should be able to determine as 
to the granulation, but was not sure. In conclusion, 
Dr. Sanford said: ‘In view of the injuries, I think 
the violenee causing them must have been applied 
against the will of the woman.” 

This testimony very substantially sustains the 
theory that Jennie ,Cramer had beena virtnous 
girl until within not more than 60 hours of her 
death. There appeared to be no hesitation on the 
part of the physicians who testified regarding this 
part of the casein giving it as their opinion that 
Jeunie had been injured against her own consent, 

Prof. Chittenden was recalled, his testimony 
baving been interrupted yesterday in order to 
allow kim to produce the figures as to the exact 
amount of arsenic found in Jennie Cramer’s body, 
and also to weigh out one milligramme of arsenic. 
He stated that, leaving out all his calculations, the 
amount of arsenic found and weighed was 1.007 
grains. He gave the details as follows in wmilli- 
grammes of metallicarsenic: Stomach, 1.35 and 1.3, 
(in different lots;) liver, .4; intestines, 21 and 
17.44, (form of sulphide;) kidneys, 1.5; heart, 1.4; 
lung and spleen, 1.7 and 2.3; brain, .7 and .5; 
trachea, larynx, and tongue, .4; diaphram, .4; left 
arm, .4 and .35 and 1.1; right leg, .12,.12, and .5% 
transverse section, .2 and .25; muscle from back,5.65, 
5.65, and 5.6; muscle from breast, 1.9and 2.55. This 
gave 49.48 milligrammes, which, as white oxide, was 
equal to the amount stated. The witmess was 
asked by Mr. Case if he had weighed out that one 
milligramme of arsenic which counsel asked him 
about yesterday. The Professor exhibited a small 
glass tube, which was handed to the jury for their 
inspection and afterward put into the possession of 
the lawyers for the defense. In it was the milli- 
gramme of arsenic. Against a dark background 
placed inside the outer tube there could be seen an 
inner tube, little longer in diameter than a knitting- 
needle. in which were minute white atoms. 

Dr. Moses C, White, who has been employed in 
taking notes of the scientific testimony, was called 
as a witness. After stating that he was a physician 
and a professor in the medical department of Yale 
College, and had heard the testimony of Dr. 
Shepard, he said that, assuming his statements 
to be true, the injuries to Jennie Cramer 
must have been done by a certain degree 
of brutality. On the cross-examnation, Dr. 
White said he was appointed lecturer in Yale Col- 
lege in 1856 and Professor of Patholegy and Micros- 
copy in 1867. He began to practice medicine in 
1847, and had been a missionary to China and trans- 
Jated a portion of the New Testament into the 
Chinese language, distributing the copies and at 
the same time carrying on a dispensary. He was 
in the sixty-third year of his age, a graduate of 
Wesleyan College in 1845, after which he came to 
New-Haven and studied theology and medicine 
at the same time. He had also acted as a local 
preacher. He considered himself familiar with 
surgery, and specially versed in pathology and 
microscopy. Some annoying questions were asked 
the Doctor, which brought to view his mistake 
while giving testimony in the Hayden trial. He 
was asked if he ever found himself mistaken, and 
said, in answer, that there were some things he 
knew more about now than 80 years ago. 

Q.—Haven't you been on the witness stand ona 
eertain occasion and testified thata stain upon a 
stone was blood, and afterward said it was only a 
vegetable growth? A.—I have never made any 
such statement without qualifications; never a 
positive statement as to blood that was afterward 
disproved. 

Q.—In the Hayden case did you not testify that 
a stain upon astone was formed from blood cor- 
puscles? A.—Notas you state it. The stone was 
given me to examine, but I was not allowed to de- 
face itin any way. LIexamined it only with the 
microscope, and from that examination testified 
that in my opinion the stain was blood. By the 
other tests which I had to make I afterward found 
it was not blood. 

The witness said that Saturday he visited the 
basement in West Haven where Drs. Painter and 
Shepard made their examination. The light was 
sufficient to make such an examination. Dr. 
Painter was recalled and said that when the exami- 


nation was made the window was open. 

illiam A. Countryman, a newspaper reporter, 
testified as follows: "On the 6th of last August, 
about 3:10 P. M.,I bad an interview with James 
Malley, Jr. I saw him in his uncle’s store, and 
asked him if he had anything to say about the case. 
He said, ‘No.’ I said, ‘But you know the body has 
been found?’ He replied, ‘Yes, but:where; off 
President Hinman’s?’

He 

replied, ‘I can't help that. I never wrote her any.’ 

I asked, ‘Did you ever visit her at the house?’ He 

said, ‘No.’ He requested me before I left not to 

say anything about it in the newspapers—that is, 
not to mention his name in connection with the 
ease.” On the cross-examination the witness said. 

“TI think I first heard of the finding of the body a 

little after 8 o’clock that morning. When I saw 

James the fact of the finding of the body was 

pretty generally known up town, I heard no con- 

flicting reports as to the place where the body was 

found. I did not know James Malley, Jr., when I 

saw him in the store, and am quite sure I did net 

tell him that I was a reporter when I asked him if 
he had anything to say about the case.”

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_ A SCHOOL TEACHER'S APPEAL. 
MISS ACKERMAN’S CASE NOT SsUSTAINED 
BY THE BOARD OF EDUCATION, 


The appeal of Miss Eugenia §. Ackerman 
and other teachers of the primary department of 
Grammar School No. 29 against the action of the 
Trustees of the First Ward in regard to that school 
occupied nearly the entire time of the Board of 
Education at its meeting yesterday. Miss Acker- 
man was dismissed from her position as ninth as- 
sistant teacher, and transfers of teachers were 
made that diminished the salaries and lowered the 


rank of others. There was an excess in January, 
1882, of teachers in the school, and the Trustees, 
under instructions from the Committee on Teach- 
ers, was directed to dismiss one of them. 
They dismissed Miss Ackerman and made the 
transfers objectionable to the other teachers. The 
matter of complaint was referred to the Commit- 
tee on By-laws to be reported upon. That commit- 
tee set forth in its report at the meeting of the 
board on April 19 last that the Trustees, instead of 
dismissing Miss Fitzsimmons, who was an “‘ad- 
ditional” and not a ‘ regular” teacher, removed 
Miss Ackerman from the primary department, and 
transferred Miss Veitch from the female depart- 
ment of the grammar schoolto the primary de- 
partment in the place occupied by Miss Rice, first 
assistant, and transferred Miss Fitzsimmons from 
the male department of the grammar school to 
the female department. By this arrangement each 
of the transferred teachers will receive a 
Hhieher salary than she was entitled to in 
the position from which she was transferred. 
It was evident, the report stated, that the removal 
of Miss Ackerman was to create a vacancy which 
might be filled by an appointee from the female de- 
partment of the grammar school, whose vacant 

lace might in turn be filled by Miss Fitzsimmons. 

he action of the Trustees was based upon the al- 
Jeged ground that it was usual in case of a neces- 
sity for the removal of a teacher for decreased 
attendance of pupils to dismiss the last appointed 
teacher. After explaining the law in the matter 
the committee recommended that the appeals of 
the teachers be sustained. 

On the submission of the report yesterday for 
ndoption a lively debate ensued. It was evident 
that there was a strong feeling between the Com- 
mittee on Teachers, headed by Mr. David Wetmore, 
nod the Committee on By-Laws, of which Mr. 
Henry P. West is Chairman, and that Miss 
‘Ackerman had warm friends in the board. 
The chief speakers in the combat of words were 
Messrs. David Wetmore and Eugene Kelly, of the 
Committee on Teachers, and Messrs. Edward Pat- 
terson and F. R. Coudert, of the Committee on By- 
Jaws, the two former opposing the recommenda- 
tions of the report and the latter strenuously ad- 
vocating them. Mr. Wetmore said that the Com- 
mittee on Teachers had thoroughly investigated 
the matter, giving more time and attention to it 
than the other committee had done, and, while no 
fault was found with Miss Ackerman, it wasa 
necessity to remove one of the teachers in the 
Bchool, and the Trustees had acted according to 
what they believed was good discretion. 

Mr. Patterson argued that Miss Ackerman should 
not have been removed under the by-laws, as she 
was a “regular”? and not an “‘additional’’ teaeher. 
He bad also a good deal to say about giving too 
much power to Trustees. 

Commissioner Wood said that the Trustees had 
Bsked the Committee on Teachers to be allowed to 
employ four additional teachers instead of threo 
for the year and had been refused. He spoke 
strongly in favor of the adoption of the recommen- 
dations. Mr. Kelly thought that the Committee on 
Teachers had been insulted by the report and by 
the remarks of several of the speakers. 

Mr. Coudert denied that the committee was in- 
sulted. The previous question was finally called 
to shut off debate, which seemed useless, and, the 

embers, who had sat in their seats from 4 o’clock 

o8o’clock P.M. without dinner, becoming hungry 
pnd tired. it was carried. A vote to sustain the 
jappeals of Miss Ackerman and her associates was 
jthen taken and lost bv a tie vote of 10to 10. A mo- 
ition to adjourn was then made ana lost, and after 
iseveral resolutions in favor of Miss Ackerman were 
loffered and lost an adjournment took place.

THE PARK COMMISSIONERS. 
GNTERESTED IN A FIGHT WHICH TOOK PLACE 
BETWEEN TWO EMPLOYES. 

The Park Commissioners held a meeting yes- 
terday morning. <A petition from the New-York 
‘Archery Club to use the lower base-ball ground was 
granted, and other archery clubs were given permis- 
gion to practice at Mount Morris Park. A petition 
from the Municipal Cricket Club to beallowed to 
splay in Central Park was rejected on the ground that 
grown persons would cause more destruction to 
the grass than boys would. A resolution passed at 
uformer meeting ot the board forbidding truck 


rivers from using Madison-square as a stand was 
rescinded. Mr. Christopher R. Robert, represent- 
ing the property-owners of Riverside-avenue, 
Bppeared before the board and asked why 
the work of planting trees on the avenue 
was not carried on. Onthe 15th of Marcha reso- 
Jution was passed by the board directing the Super- 
intending Gardener to plant the frees, and $500 
was appropriated, and on the 1&th of April an an- 
pwer was received that it was impracticable to do the 
work. Mr. Robert urged that the work of planting 
trees could be done at lower rates than the depart- 
ment pays forit. The matter was referred to the 
Landscape Architect, and will come up again at the 
next meeting of the board, Commissioner Wales 
Said that the representatives of the Bartholdi statue 
had asked for leave to remove the hand of 
the goddess of libery from its pedestal 
in Madison-square, as they desired to ship it to Mr. 
Bartholdi, in France, who had called for it. Per- 
mission was given. A request to make approaches 
to the Farragut statue in Madison-square was re- 
ferred to the Superintending Architect. Commis- 
sioner Lane then took to task Superintending Archi- 
tect Vaux for removing the wooden structure that 
Btood at the end of the terrace, near the lake, in 
Central Park. He held that Mr. Vaux had exceeded 
bis authority in so doing, ana that it ought not to 
have been removed without the formal consent 
pf the board. Mr. Vaux said that the structure 
was not of sufficient importance to make 
St a special subject to be brought before the 
Commissioners, and he asked them to sustain him 
in his action. The other three Commissioners sus- 
tained Mr. Vaux, and Commissioner Lanesubsided. 
Commissioner McLean then moved to dismiss the 
janitor of the building for having fought with the 
department's messenger some time ago. Mr. 
Wales said that he had investigated the matter and 
"vas satisfied that the janitor, John Watkins, was 
mot to blame, as he had been assauited and badly 
beaten by the messenger, Beckett. The Police had 
been called in and had arrested the parties and 
taken them to the Yorkville Police Court,where the 
magistrate discharged them, probably because he 
thought that the servants of the Park Department 
bad fallen into the habit of quarreling with each 
other from the example set them by the Commis- 
Bioners. Mr. Wales had written to the magistrate 
telling him that he did not think the ease had been 
disposed of justly. Had he been in the City at the 
time of the occurrence, he would have tried to have 
the messenger indictea by the Grand Jury, aud he 
avas of the opinion that if any one was to be dis- 
missed it should be the messenger. Mr. McLean 
Raid he was willing that both men skould be dis- 
eharged. The matter was then laid over, and the 


board adjourned. 


THE DOCK COMMISSIONERS. 

At the meeting of the Commissioners of the 
Department of Docks yesterday a communication 
was received from Commissioner Thompson, of 
the Department eof Public Works, setting 
forth that Pier No. 4 North River, which 
bad been designated as the location for 


a public bath, is unsuitable for such a purpose 
in consequence of a sewer emptying into the 
river at that place. The Superintendent of Public 
Baths appeared before the Commissioners, and said 
that three days in the week the bath at that 
pier was patronized by women, and excursion 
steamers frequently used the pier. Engineer Green, 
of the Department of Docks, was directed to select 
gp better location for this bath. Mrs. Broze, the 
widow of a man who bad leased the pier at the foot 
of Fifty-first-street, North River, was an ap- 
plicant for relief. Sae produced receipts for 
the rent of the pier’ signed by Mr. 
Kelly, who was an assistant to the de- 
faulting book-keeper, Burnham. These receipts 
had been declared of no value by the Counsel to 
the Corporation.

THE FUNERAL OF COL. OLANETA. 
A DISTINGUISHED GATHERING IN 8T. PAT- 
RICK’S CATHEDRAL. 

The remains of Col. José Ramon de Olafieta, 
Military Attaché of the Spanish Legation at Wash- 
ington, who died at the Windsor Hotel on Sunday 
last, were transferred to the receiving vault of 
Calvary Cemetery yesterday, under military escort 
from Governor's Island, after an impressive and 
solemn requiem mass at St. Patrick’s Cathedral. 
The mass was celebrated by the Rev. Father La- 
velle, assisted by the Rev. Father Donovan as 
deacon, the Rey. Father Kelly as sub-deacon, and 
Dr. McDonnell as master of ceremonies. The cof- 
fin was placed upon a catafalque in front of the 
railing. The military cap and sword of tne dead 
soldier lay on the casket, which was also 


decorated with crosses, wreaths, and other 
floral symbols. The mass, rendered by a quartet 
under the direction of the organist, oceupied the 
greater part of the forenoon. It commenced with 
the solemn requiem for the dead, followed by the 
*“Dies Irs,” and ended with Auber’s “ Pie Jesu.” 
The following gentlemen acted as_pall-bearers: 
Gen. Danie! E. Sickles, Gen. Cullum, United States 
Army; Gen. John Watts de Peyster, Col. Bailey 
Myers, the Marquis de Potestad, Col. and Marquis 
de Cervera, of the Spanish military service: Com- 
mander Montejo, of the Spanish Navy, and Com- 
missary Baamord. 

By order of the Secretary of War, on the repre- 
sentation of Gen. Sickles and Gen. de Peysier, 
who telegraphed to Washington setting forth the 
ability and attainments of the deceased and 
his devotion to the eause of the Union dur- 
ing the war of the rebellion while on 
duty in this country as military agent 
of Spain, Gen. Hancock detailed Batteries 
M and A, of the Fiftn Artillery, under the 
command of Brig.-Gen. Jackson, to act as a 
guard of honoron the occasion; and during the 
service the troops were drawn up in military order 
in front of the main entrance to tbe cathedral, 
while a force of 15 Police officers, under Capt. 
Mount, were also in attendance. Among those 
whose presence paid merited tribute tothe dis- 
tinguished services and position of the deceased 
were the Spanish Consul-General, Sefior Hippolito 
de Uriarte, and wife; the Vice-Consul, Manuel de 
la Cuerva; Senor Vahamonde and Sefor Chacon, 
of the Spanish Legation; Gen. Whipple, of the 
Adjutant-General’s office in Washington; Commo- 
dore Baldwin, United States Navy; Antonio 
Florez, late Minister from Ecuador; Leonarda 
del Monte, Luis de Zayas, Isalro  Car- 
boneil, and M. Ponce de Leon—the last four school- 
mates of the deceased soldier in Cuba; Florentine 
Gimbernat, Arturo Cuyas, Andrea Eeheverria, Mr. 
and Mrs. C. P. Fisher, Mr. John W. Hamersley, and 
Mr. G. Weatherbee. Among the mourners were 
the widow, Dr. and Mrs. Tinker, of Cuba, her 
parents, and Mr. and Mrs. Bryant. 

The military reputation of Col. Olafieta was first 
established by bis able report to the Spanish Gov- 
ernment of the operations of the war of the rebel- 
lion. He was also an observer of the movements 
of the Fraraco-German conflict, and wrote an able 
critical review of the operations in and about the 
fortress of Metz that endedinitscapture. In poli- 
tics and religion he was a liberal, and possessed 
the friendship and confidence of Prince Serrafio 
and other Spanish leaders. Of polished and grace- 
ful manners, a true Spaniard in his attention to 
strangers, Americans in Spain found in him a most 
congenial host, and among those who re- 
call his hospitality with pleasure may be 
mentioned Gen. de’ Peyster, who acted 
as one of the pall-bearers, and others who were 
present at the obsequies. His love of America 
and American institutions was almost that of one 
to the manner born, and was strengthened by his 
marriage with an amiable and cultivated American 
lady. Speaking of his qualities yesterday, an Ameri- 
can admirer said that Col. Olafieta was a living ex- 
emplar of the maxim of Louis XIV.,‘*The gentle- 
man in heart is always a gentlemnn in all places 
and all conditions.”” The remains will lie in the re- 
ceiving vault in Calvary Cemetery until they can 
be transferred to Spain for burial under proper 
escort.

INSANITY DISCUSSED. 
te ated 
DRS. KELLOGG AND SPITZKA BEFORE 
MEDICO-LEGAL SOCIETY. 
e A 

Two papers were read before the Medico- 
Legal Society last night touching upon questions 
of insanity. The first was by Dr. A. O. Kellogg, of 
the Poughkeepsie Asylum, entitled ‘‘An Analysis 
of the Mental Condition of Charles J. Guiteau,” 
which was prepared at the request of the Govern- 
ment for use at the Guiteau trial, and in which it 
was bluntly declared that Guiteau was not insane, 
but depraved. ‘The second paper was by Dr. E. C. 
Spitzka, who appeared as an expert at the Guiteau 
trial, entitled “ Post-mortem Examination of the 
Brains of Executed Criminals as Tests of a Pre- 
viously Alleged Insanity.’’ The question discussed 
was presented in several sub-questions. Dr. Spitzka 
said that insanity is not always associated with 
visible evidences of brain disease; that some of 
the morbid appearances described by certain au- 
thorities as related to insanity are found in every 
sane adult, and still other of the common findings 
in the Insane brain are found occasionally in the 
brains of persons of ordinary soundness of mind; 
and that with some forms of insanity the post- 
mortem almost attains the value of an exact test 
of the diagnosis, while In others it does not, owing 
to the constancy of certain signs of brain disease 
in some forms, and their inconstancy with other 
forms of insanity. Quotations from eminent 
French, German, and English authorities were 
given in indorsement of these assertions. 

‘Summarizing the teachings of the master minds 
in pathology, of reliable observers generally, and 
my own experience,” said the lecturer, “I con- 
sider myself justified in saying that positive and in- 
disputable evidence of insanity cannot be found in 
more than 30 per cent. of the insane, that in an- 
other 380 per cent. slight changes are found, not 
differing in character, though perhaps in extent, 
from what we observe in some sane. sub- 
jects, while in the remainder there is no visible 
deviation from the normal standard of any kind. 
If insanity has been set up as a defense in a crimi- 
nal trial, or advanced as a ground for voiding a 
contract or breaking a will or as an explanation of 
a suicidal act, the absence of Jesions in the brain of 
the deceased subject whose mental integrity is im- 
peached does not weigh as a straw in the balance 
in favor of the contrary litigants. 1 say of insanity 
in general; itis different with special forms of in- 
sanity. The absence of lesions in alleged advanced 
paralvtic insanity, or other insanity associated with 
organic lesions, such as sclerosis, tumors, and men- 
ingitis, would materially weaken the allegation. 
Aside from such cases, the advantage is apparently 
with the allegation of insanity, inasmuch as the 
one alleging its existence cannot be contradicted 
by the post-mortem evidence, while his opponent 
takes the chances of being proved iu the wrong. 
But this is neutralized by the fact that, impossible 
as itis todeny the existence of acute mania, mel- 
ancholia, and monomania, on the strength of anega- 
tive finding, itis exceptional and as difficult to estab- 
lish their previous existence by a satisfactory posi- 
tive finding, and by the further consideration that 
cases of mania, melancholia, and monomania, asso- 
ciated witn brain changes palpable to our methods 
of examination, must have been more palpable 
even during life.”’ Several noted cases of insanity 
denied during life, but proved by post-mortem ex- 
amination, were considered, and it was declared in 
the end that it was ‘‘desirable that such examina- 
tions should be more regularly made.” The paper 
was diseussed by Dr. Ralph L. Parsons, Dr. William 
A. Uammond, Dr. G. M. Beard, ex-Surrogate Cal- 


vin, and others. 
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ONE YEAR FOR ASSAULTING A COHINA- 
MAN. 

As Wah Vuen, who keeps a laundry at No. 
212 Rivington-street, was going to his home on the 
evening of Sunday, April 9, in company with an- 
other Chinaman named Fun Wing, he was attacked 
by a number of roughs, one of whom struck him 
several blows, seized him by the throat and hela 


him while the others robbed him of his pocket- 
book, containing $25. One of the thieves, who gave 
the name of John Flanagin, was arrested by Offi- 
cer King, of the Thirteenth Precinct, and an indict- 
ment for robbery was found against him. On the 
trial of the case in the General Sessions Court yes- 
terday, the evidence failed to sustain the charge 
of robbery, and Assistant District Attorney Requier 
accepted a plea of assault and battery. In passing 
sentence, Recorder Smyth, having been informed 
that Flanagin had been arrested several times be- 
fore, said: ‘“‘I am satisfied that you are a rough, 
and men of your class must learn that Chinamen, 
as well as other people, are entitled to the protec- 
tion of the law. I have found them, as a class, 
quiet md orderly and disinclined to quarrel. The 
roughs of this and other cities have made a busi- 
ness of molesting Chinamen without cause. It ig 
proper that an example should be made in your 
case, and I sentence vou to the full penalty—one 
year in the penitentiary and a fine of $100.”

Capt. Thomas M. Ryan, of the Twenty-first 
Precinct Police, was before Commissioner Mason 
in the Police Central Office yesterday to answer a 
charge of assault preferred against him by Dennis 
Kane, 16 years of age, of No. 749 Second-avenue.

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BURNED AT SEA. 
ERE See 
AN UNKNOWN VESSEL’S DESTRUCTION RE- 
PORTED BY THE CAPTAIN OF A BARK. 
Capt. Sauermilch, of the German bark Eu- 
ropa, which arrived from Bremerhaven yesterday 
after a passage of, 62 days, reports that on March 
26, in latitude 87° and longitude 19°, he passed 


close to a burning vessel. Shortly before 
noon that day large volumes’ of smoke 
were discovered on the horizon directly ahead. 
Soon afterward a bark hove in sight. The smoke 
was rolling upward from the hold, and flames were 
bursting from the poop of the vessel, which ap- 
peared to be of about 1,000 tons register. As the 
Europa approached the flames on the unknown 
vessel spread rapidly, and the entire hull was soon 
on fire. The Europa passed quite close to the 
burning vessel, but no one could he seen 
on board the latter. A boat was discovered 
drifting about, and Capt. Sauermilch ordered his 
men to pick itup. It proved to be of Norwegian 
build, and was 30 feet long. Its bows had been 
stove, evidently while an attempt was being made 
to launch it. In the bottom were found some pro- 
visions and tobacco, and a letter evidently written 
toasailor. This had no envelope, but was written 
in Norwegian, and dated *“‘La Rochelle, France, 
Jan. 4,” but it contained no clue to the name 
of the unknown vessel to which the boat had 
doubtless belonged. The burning bark was painted 
adark green, and was of Norwegian build. She 
soon lay astern of the Europa and burned fiereely. 
Her masts were seen to go by the board, but the 
flames still poured up from the burning hull. 
Another vessel was discovered about seven miles 
distant. Capt. Sauermilch thought it quite pos- 
sible that the crew of the burning bark had taken 
refuge on her. There was nothing to indicate the 
nature of the burning cargo, but it was thought to 
be cotton, consigned to some European port. The 
smoke from the unknown bark obscured the hori- 
zon astern of the Europa during the greater por- 
tion of the afternoon. 
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SUFFOLK COUNTY FOREST FIRES. 
Fires in the Suffolk County woods have been 
unusually prevalent this Spring, owing to the 
Grought and carelessness in burning brush, and 
much damage has resulted to property. From 
Deer Park to Riverhead there are thousands of 


acres of scrub oaks and stunted pines. The foliage 
from the pines and oaks lies on the ground in the 
Spring several inches in depth, and when dry burns 
like tinder, and, aided by a strong wind, the cin- 
ders fly in clouds, setting fire to everything they 
touch. Farmers living near these wastes generally 
secure their property by plowing wide furrows 
about It, as do the railroad company by plowing a 
wide ditch alongside of their tracks, The farmers 
allege that many of the fires are caused by sparks 
from the railroad company’s engines or cinders 
from the ash-pans, and several suits for damages 
to woodland caused, az is alleged, by sparks from 
thé locomotives are now pending in the Suffolk 
County Court. On Tuesday morning a fire started 
in the brush near the line of the Montauk 
Railroad, at Aquetogue, and burned 12 acres 
of valuable timber land, valued at $3,000, 
owned by Edgar E. Wells, before it was 
subdued, About noon on Tuesday a fire started in 
the scrub oaks near Medford station, and burned 
over nearly 11 miles of territory. The flames, 
fanned by the high wind, burned southward with 
fearful rapidity, and their roar could be heard for 
miles. At Fire Place (Brookhaven) the barn of 
Joshua Carman took fire, and, while men were 
throwing water upon it, sparks set fire to the 
dwelling-house, which, with its contents, was totally 
destroyed, involving a loss of $6,000, The dwelling- 
house of Joseph Glover, a short distance south of 
Carman’s, also took fire and was destroyed. Loss, 
$3,000, A large quantity of cord-wood, owned by 
several parties near the Forge, was also destroyed. 
After nightfall the wind fell, and the fire for a 
time died out, but started afresh again after mid- 
night. At Bellport the church bells were rung, and 
the male population turned out and fought the fire 
all night, preventing damage to buildings in its 
range. Yesterday morving a fire started in the 
scrub oaks on the south side of the Long Island 
Railroad track, between Bartlett's and Yaphank, 
and last evening was burning rapidly in the direc- 
tion of Carman’s. These fires have destroyed a 
large number of rabbits and other game. There is 
but little valuable timber in the section where the 
fire is now burning.

The Alaska took the extreme southern 
course, traveling a distance of 2,893 miles, and 
averaging 400 miles aday.

According to a recent decision of the Court 
of Appeals, money paid for property sold for 
arrears of taxes in Brooklyn can be recovered on 
the ground that the Board of Assessors omitted to 
view, and make an affidavit that they had so 
viewed, the property each year as required by the 
charter act of 1962. There are between $12,000,000 
and $15,000,000 due the city of Brooklyn for arrears 
of taxes, the collection of which is }endered very 
doubtful by the decision referred to.

Peter Doran, aged 28, a resident of Weehaw- 


ken, N. J., while at work yesterday on the pier at 


the foot of Twenty-sixth-street, North River, fell 
from the roof of the shed to the wharf and frac- 
tured his right leg. 


The new red lamp-post letter-boxes are being 
put in position in the section of the City south of 


Canal-street. There will be 228 of them needed to 
replace the old ones, and if they prove a success 
they will be used all over the City. 


Mayor Grace said yesterday that he would 
nominate successors to Police Commissioner Nich- 


ols and Park Commissioner Lane on Tuesday next. 
It is understood that Col. Lawrence Kip is urged 
for the Park Commissionership by his friends. 


Mr. E. A. Ingalls, of Boston, whose absence 
from the Fifth-Avenue Hotel on Tuesday night 


alarmed Gen. Banks so greatly that he called upon 
the Police to assist in a search for him, returned to 
the hotel safe and sound at 8 o’clock yesterday 
morning. He was much surprised at Gen. Banks's 
anxiety in his behalf. 


Prof. Doremus has sent a letter to Postmas- 
ter Pearson in which he states that the gun cotton 


contained in the explosive packages sent to W. H. 
Vanderbilt and Cyrus W. Field Jast Saturday is of 
the most powerful explosive quality, such, in fact, 
as cannot be purchased in New-York, and that it 
was probably made for the purpose for which it 
was used.

Michael Murphy, boatswain of the British 


ship Orealla, who killed James Keogh, a sailor on 
the vessel, Monday night, was arraigned before 
Coroner Herrman yesterday. After the usual pre- 
liminary examination the Coroner committed Mur- 
phy to the Tombs to await the result of the in- 
quest. Thomas Hall, John Anderson, John Rooney, 
Richard Andrews, and Daniel Fitzgerald were sent 
to the House of Detention as witnesses. 


Mayor Grace yesterday sent a letter to the 
members of the Citizens’ Street-cleaning Commit- 


ted of Twenty-one, through whose efforts the busi- 
ness of cleaning the City was taken from fhe Po- 
lice Commissioners, inviting them to make a thor- 
ough examination of the present condition of the 
streets, and to certify to him “any respect in 
which they find the department to be delinquent 
and the streets not cleaned In conformity to law.” 


Commissioner Fink yesterday promptly 
denied the report that President Jewett, of the 


Erie Railway, had resigned orintended to resign 
from the joint Executive Committee of the Eastern 
and Western railroads. Mr. Jewett is Chairman 
of the committee composed of the Presidents of 
the trunk lines, and his withdrawal, if the report 
had been true, would have been taken as an indica- 
tion that the railroad pool was in danger of going 
to pieces. 

Norman PD. Sampson, the suspended Chief 
Examiner of the United States Appraiser’s office, 
who was arrested and balled on Saturday last, was 
arraigned in the General Sessions Court yesterday 
on two indictments, one charging him with an at- 
tempt to commit bigamy and the other with aiding 
Miss Hattie J, Hull to attempt to commit suicide. 
The defendant pleaded not guilty on both indict- 
ments, and Judge Gildersleeye set the cases down 
for trial on the 10th inst. 

Henry Andrews, an English carpet-weaver, 
55 years of age, died yesterday ina rear basement 
at No, 351 West Forty-third-street from typho-ma- 
larial fever after an illness of 21 days. His death 
was reported to the Bureau of Vital Statistics by 
Dr. John Martin, of No. 550 West Forty-sixth- 
street, who said, * Destitution had much to do with 
this man’s death, as he had had no medical atten- 
dance until the 29th ult., and was suffering for 
the necessaries of life. The sanitary condition of 
the premises is not good.” 

Peter Duryea, of the walking- 
match which took place in the Madison-Square 
Garden trom Feb. 28 to March 4 last, who was in- 
dicted for permitting pool-selling in the building, 
was arraigned in the General Sessions Court yes- 
terday. The defendant pleaded guilty, and in ex- 
tenuation filed an affidavit in which he denied that 
he had given permission to any person, for a con- 
sideration or otherwise, to sell pools. Judge Gil- 
dersieeve imposed a fine of $100, which Duryea 
paid. 

Judge Barrett, in Supreme Court, Cham- 
bers, yesterday, vacated the order of arrest against 
the defendant in the suit of Horatio G. Angle 
against Eugene F. Beecher. Angle charged that 
Beecher and a man named Hitchcock, who is now 
dead, defrauded him by giving him land to which 
their title was not good in exchange for mining 
stock of the value of $15,000. Judge Barrett de- 
cided that the evidence before him showed that 
Angie was not deceived by Beecher, but by Hitch- 
cock, to whom Beecher sold the land, and that 
Beecher had no dealing with Angle. 

The 15-ball pool tournament promoted by 
the Knight brothers was commenced at Republican 


Hall last night. The prizes will amount to $750. 


Each day’s series of games will contain four sets 
of players, two playing in the afternoon. The 
piayers last night were Albert Lambert, of Harlem, 
pi John Dunkelman, of Philadelphia.
